Stanford Docs Find 
New Hope in Toxo Fight

PALO ALTO - A newly identi¬ 
fied chemical could lead to a drug 
to fight toxoplasmosis, a wide¬ 
spread parasitic infection that fre¬ 
quently causes dementia in people 


with AIDS, Stanford University 
scientists said Monday, January 9. 

The drug would work by interfering with 
the metabolism of the single- celled parasite. 
Toxoplasma gondii, the researchers report in 
the Journal of Biochemical Pharmacology. 

“It has been extremely difficult to devel¬ 
op a drug to fight toxoplasmosis,” said Dr. 


Tag Mansour, professor of molecular phar¬ 
macology at Stanford University School of 
Medicine, who headed the research team. 

“One reason is that Toxoplasma and 
mammalian cells are very similar in many 
ways - so most drugs that are toxic to 
Toxoplasma are also toxic to humans. This 
compound could help us get around that

The Gay Connection 
to the Massachusetts 
Abortion Killings

On December 30 a 
lone gunman killed two 
women and wounded five 
other people in two sepa¬ 
rate attacks on abor¬ 
tion clinics in Brookline, 
Massachusetts. 

The next day Norfolk, 
Virginia police arrested John C. 
Salvi III, whom witnesses iden¬ 
tified as the man who shot into a 
three-story building that housed 
an abortion clinic there. The 
license plate of Salvi’s truck, 
police told reporters, matched 
that of the gunman sought in the 


Massachusetts murders. 

A number of lesbians and 
gays started paying particular 
attention to the story as soon as 
news reports described Salvi as 
a 22-year-old student hairdress¬ 
er whom one neighbor called “a 
wimp ... a sheltered person.” In 
a January 2 Boston Herald 
Examiner story, the neighbor, 
John Christo, was more specif¬ 
ic, noting that Salvi’s parents 
had visited him during 
Christmas and there had been an 
argument. “He just didn’t want 
to deal with his parents,” 
Christo is quoted as saying. 
“They didn’t accept him for 
what he was. He was a fag hair-

Guemeville, Russian 
Face More Flooding

The National Weather Service is predicting more heavy rain through 
Friday the 13th, providing little hope to anyone who had hoped for an end to 
the extensive flooding of the Russian River in Guemeville and surrounding 
areas. Flooding has been widespread all along the Russian River, which crest¬ 
ed at 47.6 feet at the Hacienda Bridge near Guemeville, according to the 
Sonoma County Emergency Operations Center. That was at least 15 feet 
above flood stage. 

Sonoma County’s biggest downpour in nine years brought the Russian 
River to its highest recorded level ever, beating the previous high set in 1964 
- a year of devastating floods. 

President Bill Clinton and Governor Pete Wilson declared a state of emer¬ 
gency there, and in 23 other counties of the state. 

Five storm-related deaths were reported in Northern California. In Sonoma 
County, Randy Moore, 39, of Healdsburg was killed in a storm-related auto 
accident involving a falling tree in Santa Rosa on Mark West Springs Road. 

The Army National Guard provided 15 heavy trucks to assist with evacu¬ 
ation of residents. The Red Cross opened emergency shelters at Santa Rosa 
Veterans Memorial Building, the Sebastopol Veterans Memorial Building, 
and the Petaluma Community Center. 

As of Monday, an estimated 133 residents from the Guemeville area were 
evacuated by air. An additional 235 residents were evacuated through the 
Occidental staging area. Six people were transported to medical facilities for 
various injuries. 

Schools were closed and mail service suspended. 

As much as 4.3 additional inches of rain had been forecast for Wednesday. 
But authorities said Wednesday morning the flood water had receded about 
nine feet and flood level was around 39 feet. The Sonoma County Emergency 
Operations Center recommended that residents evacuate, and advised that the 
Russian River area is closed to all incoming traffic other than emergency ser¬ 
vices personnel. 

Guemeville had become a virtual ghost town by Monday afternoon. Roads 
were closed throughout the area, and telephones were out early this week, 
making it difficult to assess extent of flood damage. 

The Sonoma County Department of Health cautioned residents in the 
flood area to drink or cook only with chlorinated, bottled, or boiled water, and 
to discard all food that has come in contact with flood water. 

Nancy Guilbault, with Pacific Gas and Electric, said Monday that 12,000 
customers in the area are without power. 

A call went out for volunteer nurses, paramedics, and other health profes¬ 
sionals. ▼

Ryan White Prospects Brighten

Republicans who just weeks 
ago promised to ax the Ryan 
White Comprehensive AIDS 
Resource Emergency (CARE) 
Act were just crying wolf, 
according to CARE Coalition 
director Regina Aragon. In 
Washington, D.C. this week to 
lobby Congress on AIDS 
issues, Aragon told the B.A.R. 
that opposition to refunding the 
$600 million in Ryan White 
funds has evaporated. 

“We do know that Sen. 
[Nancy] Kassebaum, who is the 
chair of the Senate Labor and 
Human Resources Committee, 
which used to be chaired by 
Senator Kennedy, has, in differ¬ 
ent meetings, indicated that 
they fully intend to move ahead 
on reauthorization this year.” 

This week Aragon is meet¬ 
ing with The Four Title 
Coalition, a cross section of 
groups benefiting from the four 
funding components of Ryan 
White, and said the crucial chal¬ 


lenge will be to maintain the 
involvement of the community 
in the existing programs. 

Aragon explained that lob¬ 
bying efforts to refund Ryan 
White before the closure of the 
103rd Congress failed because 
of poor timing, not from 
Republican stonewalling. She 
said when the grass-roots 
machinery was activated it was 
quite successful - legislators 
said they were astounded by the 
flood of phone calls and letters 
from the public about keeping 
Ryan White. 

At the time, said Aragon, 
Kassebaum told them that she’d 
remain committed. “I really 
think she’s just coming through 
and keeping her word, it’s not 
necessarily something new.” 

But the battle is far from 
over. “It’s going to be an incred¬ 
ible challenge and a very diffi¬ 
cult fight for the community,” 
once it reaches the Senate floor. 
“There are a lot of broader 
trends that don’t necessarily 
work in our favor, but what we 
have to keep reminding our¬ 


selves and the Congress is that 
this was always a bipartisan 
bill.” Only eight of the bill’s 
original 64 sponsors lost in 
recent elections, and many of 
these were Republican, she 
said. 

Ryan White programs make 
up $630 million of the national 
AIDS budget. Locally, San 
Francisco County received $40 
million and Alameda and 
Contra Costa Counties received 
a combined $3.9 million last 
year. 

In related legislation, 
Aragon said the AIDS commu¬ 
nity was relieved to learn that 
HOPWA (Housing 

Opportunities for People with 
AIDS) will remain in President 
Clinton’s budget package. But 
again, activists are concerned 
about what form that will take. 
“That’s a significant victory, 
but what is less certain is 
whether it will be funded at an 
adequate level,” she said, spec¬ 
ulating that parts of the old 
HOPWA could emerge as part 
of HUD’s reorganization. V 


New Treatment for CMV Retinitis 


A new drug-releasing implant can effectively 
prevent the onset of cytomegalovirus (CMV) 
retinitis, a potentially blinding eye disorder that 
affects one quarter of all AIDS patients. 

The four millimeter device, called a ganciclovir 
implant, is implanted into the eye, where it steadi¬ 
ly releases the antiviral drug ganciclovir over sev¬ 
eral months. Researchers from the U.S. National 
Institutes of Health studied patients who had just 
been diagnosed with a CMV infection in the eye. 


All of the patients who received the implant 
showed no worsening of the infection after eight 
months. Patients who received no treatment saw 
their infections worsen in 15 days. 

The new treatment is a much better option to 
the current method, which forces patients to have 
intravenous ganciclovir every day for the rest of 
their lives. ▼

GAPA is a community-based 
organization whose mission is 
to empower, organize, and sup¬ 
port gay and bisexual Asian and 
Pacific Islander men in the San 
Francisco Bay Area. 

The group publishes the cut¬ 
ting-edge newsletter Lavender 
Godzilla and also operates The 
Community HIV Project, which 
provides HIV prevention and 
AIDS outreach and support ser¬ 
vices to Asian and Pacific 
Island residents of San 
Francisco. 

Mineta has been a member 
of the House of Representatives 
since 1974 and a longtime sup¬ 
porter of gay and lesbian civil 
and human 
rights caus¬ 
es. 

Last Au¬ 
gust, Mi¬ 
neta spoke 
in favor of 
a contro¬ 
versial res- 
o 1 u t i o n 
before the 
Japanese 
American 
Commu¬ 
nity 
League, 
which called on the JACL to 
support same-sex marriages. 

The measure was later 
adopted, and became the first 
such resolution by any national 
civil rights group. 

“We are honored by the con¬ 
tinued support of Congressman 
Mineta and his staff with the 
many key issues and legislation 
that affect our communities. He 
has proven to be an ally not 
only to the queer community 
but has been a leader in sup¬ 
porting Asian causes and is a 
strong advocate for AIDS fund¬ 
ing,” said GAPA co-chair Steve 
Takemura. 

The program will include 
the GAPA Men’s Chorus, the 
GAPA Dance Company, and 
The Joy of Camp. The pro¬ 
gram also features the Mistress 
and Master of Ceremonies, 
Miss April Fresh (First 
Princess in Perpetuity) and 
Leo Joslin, Political Affairs

AIDS Activists Protest at Wilson Inauguration

The Saturday, January 7 
. swearing in of California 
Governor Pete Wilson was 
greeted with great enthusiasm 
by 2,500 of his mostly white 
Republican supporters. But out¬ 
side Sacramento’s Community 
Center, where the “tough-love 
governor” spoke of welfare cuts 
and illegal immigrants, some 
300 protesters crowded police 
lines to demonstrate against 
Wilson policies. 

Lesbian Avengers and ACT 
UP/Golden Gate protesters from 
San Francisco joined AIDS 
activists from ACT UP/LA and 
AIDS Healthcare Foundation, 
as well as pro-choice and youth 
groups plus scores of demon¬ 
strators from the United Farms 
Workers and other groups still 
outraged by Wilson’s support 
for the anti-illegal immigrant 
Prop. 187. But typically, it was 
the AIDS protesters who put in 
the longest day. 

When ACT UP/LA arrived at 
the protest site, the group’s Jeff 
Schuerholz told the B.A.R., “We 
were some of the first ones 
there. We were told to stay on 
the other side of the street, and 
there were horse brigades 
between us and the audience

going m. 

Then, Schuerholz said, “All 
of a sudden we heard all this 
noise - lots of drums and 
singing and over the hill came 
these groups dressed in colorful 
costumes and with signs, old 
people and young people - it 
was very cool.” 

For about two hours, repre¬ 
sentatives from the different 
groups spoke from a stage 
sound system set up for the 
protest. The speeches were 


punctuated with chants decrying 
Wilson’s positions - or anticipat¬ 
ed positions - on issues that 
included prison reform, the 
poor, Prop. 187, and AIDS. 
“The best thing was that we felt 
really united with the other 
groups,” Schuerholz said. At 
one point the protesters cut the 
police lines and took the streets, 
creating tension as they pushed 
towards the police. When the 
cops issued an order for the pro¬ 
testers to disperse, many of the 


demonstrators turned the protest 
into a march. There were no 
arrests. 

“I think it’s going to be real¬ 
ly tough for people with AIDS 
under Wilson,” Schuerholz said. 
“He vetoed needle exchange 
three times. He’s encouraging 
mandatory HIV testing legisla¬ 
tion, which will cause a lot of 
problems. He vetoed domestic 
partnership, which hurts people 
who want to visit people with 
AIDS in the hospital. 

“We also protested about 
what’s happening to people in 
prison and how being HIV-pos- 
itive is a death sentence for 
those people. 

“For the first time, it’s really 
clear how everything is inter¬ 
connected. But I’m very dis¬ 
couraged about how activism 
has disappeared here.” 

Still, Schuerholz said, the 
spirit of activism wasn’t com¬ 
pletely dead, and he had special 
praise for some San Francisco 
protesters. “It was fun to see 
how other people demonstrat¬ 
ed,” he said. “The Lesbian 
Avengers were great. 

“They were dressed up like 
bombs with Shriner’s hats as 
fuses, and they wore signs that 
said, ‘Be the bomb you want to 
throw.’” ▼

For every action, Newton said, there is an equal 
and opposite reaction. Perhaps the same is true of 
groups. For instance, most people in the communi¬ 
ty have heard of PFLAG - Parents, Families and 
Friends of Lesbians and Gays - but most are less 
well acquainted with its counterpart group 
COLAGE, or Children Of Lesbians and Gays 
Everywhere. 

Yes, gay and lesbian men and women do have 
children and do have families. In recognition of 
that fact, COLAGE was started in 1988 and now 
has over 1,000 members across the nation.

GGBA Elects ’95 Officers

With considerable optimism in 
1995 as a year of “immense growth” 
in San Francisco, the Golden Gate 
Business Association has elected 
officers to guide the nation’s first 
gay and lesbian Chamber of 
Commerce during its 21st year. 

Michael Patterson, who served 
GGBA as president during the latter 
half of 1994, was elected president 
for 1995; Richard Schober will be 
vice president for development; Joel 
Goodrich was elected vice president 
for programs; Catherine Lyons was 
chosen corporate secretary and 
director of communications; and 
John Vieira was elected treasurer 
and director of administra- 
tion/finance. 

Patterson said he was pleased 
with GGBA’s accomplishments to 
date, and excited about prospects for 
the future. “1995 will be a year of 
immense growth and refinement for 
the GGBA in four major areas,” 
Patterson said. 

• The scope and quality of ser¬ 
vices for members will be enhanced; 

• The organization’s commitment 
to human rights will be more visible 
and service to the community more 
intense; 

• Internal administration will be 
streamlined for efficiency, quality 
and economy; and 

• A program to improve GGBA’s 
financial stability will be imple¬ 
mented. 

Serving on the 1995 Board of 
Directors are Billy Allen (Granny’s 
Movers), Mary T. George (Tile by 
George!), Gary Godbey (Pioneer 
Printing), Roland Jadryev (Mason 


McDuffie Real Estate), Scott Plakun 
(Productive Strategies), and J. Fred 
Stark Jr. (Boas and Boas CPAs). 

Board members will have specif¬ 
ic areas of responsibility, Patterson 
said. 

Allen will direct his energies 
toward community relations, 
George will head East Bay 
Programs, Godbey will concentrate 
on special events, Jadryev on educa¬ 
tion, Plakun on productive strategies 
and membership and Star on mem¬ 
ber business development. 

Patterson and the board said Tony 
Vedda will continue in his capacity 
as executive director of the Golden 
Gate Business Association. 

GGBA has a long history of 
“firsts” in the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity. It created the first “gay 
United Way” when, in 1979, it 
founded the GGBA Foundation, 
now The Horizons Foundation. 

Some programs and organiza¬ 
tions which either received seed 
money or were assisted from 
GGBA/Horizons Foundation grants 
include: San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, Project Open Hand, 
Lyon Martin Women’s Health 
Services, and Theatre Rhinoceros. 

GGBA published the first gay and 
lesbian business directory in 1977 
and in 1993 established the first gay 
and lesbian 24-hour business referral 
hotline, creating an easy way for 
members of the community to be 
referred to GGBA’s gay/lesbian sup¬ 
portive business members. 

In 1993 GGBA also produced the 
Bay Area’s first gay and lesbian 
business exposition. The Exposition 
drew hundreds of visitors and media 
attention from across the nation. ▼

ur hearts go out to those who have 
lost their homes and property (and in 
wBm. |l||| five cases, their lives) in the Russian 
River flooding. It’s always a surprise 
how fierce nature can be and how 
powerless we are to control it. 

Now that Governor Wilson has 
been re-sworn at - er, in - and the 
Newtron bomb has landed in 
Washington, its time to assess some 
of nature’s other forces before the 
whole country has to be declared a 
disaster area. The first, of course, is 
the extremely potent force known as 
hunger. 

There are those who will say this 
isn’t a gay topic, but like the 
Guemeville flooding, it’s a subject 
no one who lives in its path can 
escape, and we feel compelled to say 
something about it. With the head¬ 
long rush to enact welfare reform - 
as loaded a phrase as any we’ve 
heard since “gay agenda” - we sus¬ 
pect the end result is going to be a 
worsening of the quality of life for 
absolutely everyone. 

Everyone knows that even well 
behaved puppies get irrational when 
they’re starving. We all expect babies 
who are hungry to cry. We even say, 
“ Oh, poor dear, you’re just hungry,” 
to those infants and animals, and 
know that it isn’t reasonable to 
expect them to behave the same way 
they would if there were enough food 


in their bellies. But for some reason, 
the United States of America seems 
to believe the same does not hold true 
for humans past a certain age. 

When we hear suggestions to sim¬ 
ply cut off funding for kids and par¬ 
ents who have no other means of sup¬ 
port, we wonder what those advo¬ 
cates are thinking. Do they really 
believe that lecturing those starving 
people on the morality of theft is 
going to curtail the crime that seems 
like such an obvious outcome of 
those policies? That when there are 
not enough jobs to go around now, 
and Wall Street practically commits 
suicide every time more jobs are cre¬ 
ated , that those people are going to 
find a magic way to supplement their 
own incomes without disturbing the 
rest of us? It’s a nice fantasy, but it’s 
no more realistic than the efforts of 
England’s King Canute, who once 
waded into the water and ordered the 
tide back. (Just ask any resident of 
Guemeville how well that works.) 

Such simplistic remedies to 
human problems are (almost) laugh¬ 
able here at the end of this milleni- 
um; one would think we as a society 
would know better. We have ample 
evidence - courtesy of our own 
Canute, Ronald Reagan - that pover¬ 
ty leaves a very wide path of destruc¬ 
tion for everyone. The quality of life 
that exists in San Francisco now is 


very different than it was before 
Reagan shredded the safety net, and 
that applies as much to the wealthiest 
resident as to the poorest. Every time 
we are panhandled; every time the 
ragged person next to a parking space 
menacingly suggests a donation for 
protection of the car we park there; 
every time a tourist leaves town vow¬ 
ing never to return because it isn’t 
what it was, we all lose. 

And it will only get worse if wel¬ 
fare is simply eliminated instead of 
reformed. 

As we have already said, it may 
not seem like a gay or lesbian issue, 
but we are all in this melting pot 
together, and even if we feel that too 
much welfare money disappears 
through waste and fraud, we think it 
would be a mistake to let Wilson, 
Gingrich and the rest take a hacksaw 
to America’s support systems. 

One final note, speaking of 
Gingrich: we are not surprised that 
he is the type to call Hillary a bitch, 
or that his mother is, well, like she is. 
To tell the truth, we only want first 
ladies who would prompt “Newty” to 
curse them. 

Just as, we have to admit, we pre¬ 
fer presidents who are really “draft- 
dodging, pot-smoking, gay-loving 
liberals.”

They need to know about their bodies early on, they need 
to know that sex isn’t dirty and can be spoken about with¬ 
out censure; they need to learn this from home, school, 
and church. 

What more harm can having this knowledge do that we 
aren’t already suffering from? More teenage pregnancies? 
A greater incidence of AIDS among youth? More venere¬ 
al disease? More smut whispered on the school stairwells, 
written on school walls, or passed in steamy little notes 


around a classroom? I think not. If school-aged people 
have caused us to rate movies for their consumption, affix 
warning labels on the recordings of their favorite musi¬ 
cians, and actively court their minds to assure success in 
this new computer age, made us teach them about the 
necessity of using condoms, the danger of stranger abduc¬ 
tion, date rape, and binge drinking, then they’re smart 
enough to be told human truths - some seeming quite rad¬ 
ical but appropriate to these times. 

The time will come when what Dr. Elders suggested 
about teaching the children masturbation will prove to be 
an openly viable deterrent and alternative to early sex, 
youth pregnancy, and the risk of disease or death. Mark 
these words. In the meantime, it seems you’re dedicated to 
keeping the status quo in this area. What a pity. And what 
a pity that an appointment to a seat of power means that a 
person has none at all. 

In your firing her, I see a black woman being scapegoated 
to the conservative right, to those new Republicans who have 
just crowded into the seats of Congress and who will give you 
grief at every turn. Perhaps you think firing Dr. Elders will 
protect your image or make them feel you are less a liberal, 
less moderate. It won’t. All it will do is what it has done, and 
that is show you for what you are - a powerless, unkind, 
close-minded, thoughtless, ideological turncoat, sacrificing 
the hope of the new for the foul grace of the old. I feel sorry 
for you. But not enough to vote for you again. And I’m going 
to talk about this to my friends and anyone who will listen, 
because you are not an honorable man.

How did I get this beautiful relation¬ 
ship with this beautiful man?” 

Did you feel that way about your wife? 

Please let us teach you about loyalty and courage. 

I’ve been in the room where a dying friend’s 
final prayer was for others suffering to be lifted, 
and where, at the time of death, there was joy. 
What there was, was a room filled with spirit, grat¬ 
itude and faith. 

Have you ever experienced anything like that? 

Please let us teach you about God. 

I know hundreds of HIV- gay people around 
this country that have dedicated their lives - end¬ 
less waking hours, bringing care and hope to 
strangers afflicted by this disease. 

Can you imagine yourself in their place? 

Please let us teach you about unconditional love. 

It only takes one - just one - one time in some 
hospital room, or one couple sharing their deaths, 
or one volunteer’s amazing dedication - you only 
have to see one to experience the breaking open of 
a heart of steel. 

Please let us teach you about the breaking and 
making of a heart! 

Please come and meet my friends. 

Let them show you who they really are. 

Listen to their stories. 

Let them show you their family photo albums. 

Let them tell you what it was like, and how 
much they miss the love they once had... And how 
much it still hurts. 

Let them cry with you. 

I say to you, sir, that your life will not be the same.

Poor, run-down Castro, fallen to the blight that 
befalls the entire city of San Francisco. But please, 
don’t compare it to my beloved Polk St. Recent 
articles and letters to the editor address the issue of 
the sad state of Castro Street. I hear, however, a 
reoccurring statement, “Don’t let Castro become 
another Polk St.” That is very misleading. The size 
of the Polk district is over five times that of the 
Castro. The density of population is much greater, 
and the number of businesses would fill a small 
Midwest city. Polk St. has never had the gay mecqa 
exclusivity the Castro has become. Polk St. does, 
however, have many gay owned and operated busi¬ 
nesses. 

Polk St. has a strong merchants association that 
addresses the needs of residents and business. Polk 
St. is a community of diverse races, genders, reli¬ 
gions and incomes. To the south we border the 
most economically depressed areas of San 
Francisco; to the north, the two wealthiest. In two 
years our crime rate has dropped dramatically 
because of the “cooperation” of merchants and res¬ 
idents alike. The problems of Castro St. are not 
that great and don’t even compare in the size and 
nature of what Polk St. has had to contend with in 
the past decade. 

If there is garbage on your sidewalks, clean it 
up. If there are beggars on your street, don’t give 
them money. If you don’t have a unified voice, 
then organize. If you can’t say something nice 
about another person or neighborhood, then shut 
the hell up!

Your December 8th issue contains a letter by 
Raymond P. Sasso which erroneously refers to 
smoking as a “right of choice” which is being 
threatened by “rabid anti-smokers and their Nazi 
health police attitudes “ 

First, smoking is not a neutral habit without 
consequence to users and non-users and cannot, 
therefore, be regarded simply as a matter of per¬ 
sonal preference. Smoking is actually an addictive 
form of self-poisoning which has measurable 
adverse consequences on non-smokers as well. 

Second, there is no societal responsibility to 
facilitate pathological behavior by our neighbors. 
There is no “right” to smoke and cause injury and 
discomfort anymore than there is “right” of indus¬ 
try to pollute our air, water, or land in the process 
of manufacturing. Indeed, precisely the opposite 
values and behavior are affirmed in law and moral¬ 
ity, namely the obligation of society to protect its 
members from harm. We simply do not assert 
either in law or morality the macabre concept of 
equal standing between the perpetrator and the vic¬ 
tim of injury. When, as in this instance, personal 
behavior directly and adversely affects the health 
of other persons, absence of concern from the cul¬ 
pable party is hardly a valid response. 

Third, we have no moral or civic obligation to 
neighbors who prefer to remain indifferent to 
health hazards of smoking. We have no obligation 
to make the self-destructive habit easier to pursue 
and, more importantly, we have no duty to pas¬ 
sively ingest some degree of the poison into our 
own bodies in order to demonstrate our commit¬ 
ment to individual freedom. If our neighbors wish 
to deliberately endanger their health and continue 
their addiction to nicotine, they are free to do so in 
the privacy of their smoke-filled homes.

Social Insecurity 

The Triumvirate of the Confederacy, Sen. 
Thurmond, Sen. Helms and Rep. Gingrich, along 
with their fellow Congressional reactionaries, have 
proposed denying all immigrants federal benefits, 
such as Social Security. 

This would mean that legal immigrants, like my 
mother, a refugee from the Holocaust and an 
American citizen who has paid into Social 
Security for over 25 years, earning the usual mea¬ 
ger women’s wages as a bookkeeper, would be 
denied the fruits of her labor because the rich 
would rather scapegoat those of us who work for a 
living than solve economic problems, none of 
which have anything to do with immigrants, legal 
or illegal.

Innovative Housing Abuses 

During the last ten or twelve years, the increas¬ 
ing scarcity and rising cost of housing in the Bay 
Area have compelled more and more renters to 
share the available rentals, thus splitting one exor¬ 
bitant rent among three or more individual tenants. 
The practice, bom of necessity, leads to over¬ 
crowding and the discomfort and inconvenience of 
sharing a single housing unit with strangers. The 
only and great advantage is the sharing of an enor¬ 
mous rent and high utility bills. 

For the past eleven years a nonprofit corpora¬ 
tion, Innovative Housing, Inc., has tried to assist 
low-income people by introducing them to the 
shared-housing lifestyle. The IH San Francisco 
regional office has recently been exposed to the 
harsh glare of publicity painfully focussed on two 
aspects of this charity: the vacancy charge by which 
low-income IH tenants are forced to pay for rooms 
they do not occupy, and the agency’s insistence on 
its right to select new housemates for any of its sev¬ 
enteen leaseholds in the city. In one notorious case, 
a man with AIDS dementia began his tenancy in an 
IH residence last November 1993, whence he was 
removed, desperately ill, by his family in the mid¬ 
dle of February 1994. The agency summoned 
police to escort this new tenant into his quarters; the 
IH staff then abandoned that household - the PWA 
was given no care or nursing. Luckily, neither of 
the other two tenants got physically hurt, but a 
number of windows were broken and once the 
PWA attempted to set the house on fire. 

Innovative Housing can create misery in the 
households they supervise through the mean and 
uncharitable vacancy charge, usually followed by a 
belligerent 3-Day Notice To Pay Or Quit, and 
through their tyrannical monopoly over choice of 
tenants. They logically selected an unfortunate, des¬ 
perately sick AIDS patient to harass and terrorize a 
nervous old lady; after his departure, IH chose a 
reformed drunkard who liked to entertain whores. 
Both the ex-alcoholic and his girlfriends could be 
depended upon to create a filthy mess in the com¬ 
mon areas, especially the kitchen. As a consequence, 
the old lady was forced to leave her pleasant room, 
where she had lived harmlessly enough for more 
than three years. She is now renting a cheap room in 
a crowded house near the Cow Palace. She feels 
strongly that her persecutors at Innovative Housing 
should be punished for what they did, but she sus¬ 
pects that they will not be punished at all.

1 Representative Mi- 
<11 chael Huffington, play¬ 
ing the “sour-grapes 
kid” to the very end, still has not 
conceded that he came up 
165,562 votes short in his effort 
to buy Dianne Feinstein’s U.S. 
Senate seat, despite having 
spent close to $30 million of his 
family’s money. Even some of 
his Republican friends are 
snickering that “Mike has 
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become the king of the poor 
losers” and have been privately 
advising him to stop acting like 
a spoiled little rich kid and show 
some class by congratulating the 
senator. 

Feinstein, meanwhile, took 
her oath of office last week 
along with her Democratic and 
GOP colleagues. She was seat¬ 
ed “without prejudice,” mean¬ 
ing that she may function while 
the Senate considers a chal¬ 
lenge to her election by 
Huffington, who is still whin¬ 
ing that there was “widespread 
voter fraud.” 

The Constitution gives the 
Senate ultimate authority in 
deciding the outcome of contest¬ 
ed elections, and while the 
majority of the Senate Rules 
Committee is now Republican, 
few if any in Washington (in 
either the media or the GOP- 
controlled Senate), are giving 
Huffington’s claim of fraud 
much chance of going any¬ 
where. One respected Republi¬ 
can senator was heard on the 
Senate floor commenting that 
“this guy [Huffington] should 
stop his continual crying and 
admit it: he got beat.” 

With the presidential election 
already looming next year, 
Texas Senator Phil Gramm, an 
anti-gay conservative, is 
announcing his candidacy next 
week, making him the first 
“official” GOP candidate. 
Incidentally, all is not well with¬ 
in the ranks of the GOP majori¬ 
ty in Washington; Senate 
Majority Leader Bob Dole, 71, 
also will run for the GOP nomi¬ 
nation, and he and Senator 
Gramm are expected to be at 
each other’s throats any day 
now. Throw in Pat Buchanan, 
Dan Quayle, and a few more 
presidential hopefuls and you 
will probably notice a smile 
slowly emerging on Bill 
Clinton’s face as the “Great 
Race” gets underway in a few 
months. 

Not enough room for any of 
it here, but Governor Pete 
Wilson’s inaugural speech last 


week made him sound more like 
a man considering national 
office than governor of the 
Golden State. He promised to 
take on the federal government 
for, among other things, 
“rewarding illegal immigrants 
for violating the law and punish¬ 
ing California taxpayers and 
needy legal residents.” 

Wilson clearly sees the 
“immigrant issue” as one that is 
spreading to other states and is 
only too willing to take the cred¬ 
it for the growing movement. 
You can expect to hear a lot on 
this topic from Pete Wilson in 
the next two years as he looks 
toward the 1996 GOP 
Convention in his home town of 
San Diego.

And while thousands of loyal 
Republicans were in Sacra¬ 
mento last week attending the 
swearing-in ceremonies of 
Wilson, Fong, Jones, and Dan 
Lungren, the second-term 
Lungren and his top supporters 
were reportedly already laying 
the groundwork for him to be 
the next governor. Lungren, in 
an unusually elaborate swear¬ 
ing-in ceremony, did nothing to 
stifle the “Lungren for Governor 
in ’98” talk and, in fact, told his 
audience that “I was born in 
California, so were my three 
children, and I don’t intend to 
leave. I’m going to stay to help 
build a safer California and to 
offer my leadership to the cause 
of reinvigorating the spirit of 
California.” 

Indeed, Lungren repeatedly 
made remarks that seemed to 
put to rest rumors that he might 
challenge Democratic incum¬ 
bent Barbara Boxer for the U.S. 
Senate in four years. “Gov¬ 
ernor” Dan Lungren? And we 
think we have problems with 
Pete Wilson! 

Senator Dianne Feinstein, 


while still one of D.C.’s political 
“stars,” was forced to give up 
her powerful seat on the Senate 
Appropriations Committee to 
make way for a Republican. She 
will, however, retain her seat on 
the powerful Senate Judiciary 
Committee and, to the surprise 
of many, will be appointed to a 
seat on the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. Yes, 
Dianne and Jesse will be co¬ 
workers! 

Although loose-lipped Mama 
Gingrich seems to think her 
“Newtie” is the bee’s knees, as 
witness the now-notorious 
Connie Chung interview, step¬ 
sister Candace Gingrich, a les¬ 
bian, appears less adoring. Is her 
being gay an embarrassment for 
the speaker? “He’s probably 
more embarrassed that I’m a 
Democrat,” Sis states. 

In Sacramento last week 
California’s new Democratic 
Lieutenant Governor Gray 
Davis was sworn in then 
promptly tossed out of his 
Capitol office by Governor Pete 
Wilson.

More than a half-dozen con¬ 
servative Southern Democratic 
House members, rumored to 
have been planning a switch to 
the GOP after the new 104th 
Congress convened last week, 
now say they will “stick with the 
Democrats.” 

As the GOP takes over 
Capitol Hill, Representative 
Barney Frank, a witty debater 
during his 14 years in the 
House, is emerging as a point 
man for the minority Democrats 
in the House. The 54-year-old 
unabashedly liberal, openly gay 
lawmaker is popular among his 
colleagues (he even has “a num¬ 
ber of’ good friends among the 
Republican House members) 
and is becoming an important 
figure in the fight against the 
Republican majority. “My job is 
to shine the light where the 
Republicans don’t want it to be 
shone,” Frank says. 

Two new Board of Supe 
members sworn in this week: 
Tom Ammiano and Mabel Teng. 

If this group could just stop eat-

Getting Organized

» s your desk a mess? Do 
you shuffle papers to no 
avail? Do you receive 
" enough mail to keep recy¬ 
clers working overtime? Do 
you poop out at parties? 
(Oops, sorry about that last 
one - wrong pitch.) 

In case you missed it, the 
National Association of 
Professional Organizers 
(NAPO) proclaimed Monday, 
January 9, to be National 
Clean Off Your Desk Day. The 
president of the San Francisco 
NAPO chapter told reporters 
that “the beginning of the year 
is a wonderful time to orga¬ 
nize, to start fresh, to clean 
out last year’s files and set up 
files for this year.” 

While professionals who 
hire themselves out to cure the 
messy blues of others might 
have something to gain by 
declaring a day of tidiness, the 
storm outside my window 
makes this a perfect time to 
putter through my papers. 
Somehow it seems in the spir¬ 
it of the day to cruise through 
my file marked “Possible 
Stories” and see what got lost 
in the 1994 shuffle. 

So here it is, my list of 
roads not taken, little items 
that weren’t enough to fill a 
column, that demanded a kind 
of research beyond my means, 
or that just got filed away for 
a rainy day. And rainy it has 
been. 

Two suicide stories haunted 
me enough to keep the clip¬ 
pings. One was the story of a 
young figure-skating star, who, 
according to a coach, “seemed 
happy, secure with himself,” 
yet took his life last summer to 
the shock of friends and fami¬ 
ly. The other was a lineman for 
the Houston Oilers who 
crashed his car in 1993. The 
crash itself did not kill NFL 
lineman Jeff Aim, but it did kill 
Sean Lynch, his longtime best 
friend. At the scene of the 
crash, after a quick 911 call on 
his portable phone. Aim put a 
shotgun to his mouth and 
pulled the trigger. 

Both men were single, and 
their friendship was highlight¬ 
ed in news reports. A man 
who had coached the two in 
high school called them “two 
individuals who really clicked 
together,” saying, “They were 
very, very close, but I think 
their relationship even got 
tighter as the years went on.” 

My hunches may only be 
hunches. Perhaps I start for¬ 
mulating my conclusions 
before I’ve finished reading 
some clips. But the questions 
I asked myself as I read these 
tragic reports won’t be 
answered anytime soon. 

Even if I’m wrong about 
what might have pushed these 
two young athletes into cor¬ 
ners they saw no way out of, I 
know that fear of being gay, or 
being discovered as such, is 
strong enough to push some 
of the strongest people I know 
to scary comers - and to push 
others I will never meet even 
further. 

From all accounts, both of 
these young men were hard 
workers with giving personal¬ 
ities. Both were, to some 
extent, overachievers. 


I’m a believer that one of 
the trends that homophobia 
shapes in our culture is an 
overachiever/underachiever 
split - particularly in queer 
youth. When an individual 
believes that her culture dis¬ 
approves of a part of who she 
is, she can either reject the 
culture and its values, drop¬ 
ping out of the mainstream 
and “failing” by its standards, 
or she can fully engage to gain 
approval in other areas to 
“make up” for the so-called 
deviance of being queer. I sus¬ 
pect that the isolation that 
many people feel in their 
struggle to come out leaves 
them no one to form a coun¬ 
terculture with, no one to help 
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re-establish new standards. 
Individuals lose perspective 
on their own lonely standards, 
judging themselves harshly in 
ways that result in the despair 
of futility or perfectionism. 

Another news clipping in 
my file reports an increasing 
number of young males suf¬ 
fering from eating disorders 
or overextended exercise in 
their effort to get/stay thin. 
Where gay men fall into this 
statistic, the study did not say, 
but if my overachievement 
theory has any thread of truth 
in it, those threads just might 
lead to a disproportionate 
number of those men being 
gay or bisexual, trying to fit 
some prefect standard. It 
might be another spin on the 
cult of the body or gay body¬ 
building trends. 

My file also contains a 
number of clippings about 
paternity suits against profes¬ 
sional athletes. Most promi¬ 
nent in this stack is Jason 
Kidd, local basketball star 
now playing for the Dallas 
Mavericks. What strikes me 
about these stories is the lim¬ 
ited range of debate surround¬ 
ing them. For all those sports 
reporters’ efforts to under¬ 
stand the ins and outs of an 
athlete’s psyche, little com¬ 
mentary ever accompanies 
these stories. The athletes in 
question tend to deny being 
the parent of the child, though 
the courts often find against 
them. The stories are general¬ 
ly buried in the back pages 
with no commentary. Not 
once have I seen the issue of 
safe sex enter into the debate. 

Now, I don’t know if all 
consenting adults involved 
have been tested. I don’t know 
for sure who has slept with 
whom. But I do know that 
babies are not conceived 
through a latex barrier. So, 
where are the voices of those 
guys who claimed they 
wouldn’t play basketball if 
Magic Johnson returned to the 
game? Why do they remain 
silent when they can be pretty 
sure that they are playing 
against guys who are having 
unprotected sex? Health 
issues never enter into the 
story when the suit is present¬ 
ed mainly as a distraction or 
inconvenience to a star look¬ 
ing for the next sneaker 
endorsement. When celebri¬ 
ties have been caught driving 
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drunk, judges have, on occa¬ 
sion, “sentenced” them to 
community service spots urg¬ 
ing their fans not to drink and 
drive. How about some daddy 
jocks heroes expounding on 
the virtues of condoms as a 
public service announcement? 

Of course, I have already 
started my 1995 file, sorting 
fliers, press releases and arti¬ 
cles away under handy little 
headings like “Queer 
Organizations” and 

“Homophobes of the USA.” 
First into the “People” pile 
went the recent N.Y. Times 
story on David Brudnoy, the 
longtime conservative talk 
show host in Boston who 
recently came out to his lis¬ 
tening audience after recover¬ 
ing from a bout with AIDS- 
related pneumonia that 
knocked him off the air and 
into the hospital in October. 
It’s fascinating to see the kind 
of compassion and accommo¬ 
dation some people will make 
for members of second-class 
groups who talk the talk the 
first class wants to hear. 
Marilyn Quayle can travel 
independently on her book 
tour, as long as she reminds 
everyone that a woman’s 
place is in the home. Clarence 
Thomas can rise to the 
Supreme Court as long as he 
looks down his nose at affir¬ 
mative action, despite the 
irony that he benefited from 
such programs on his travels 
up the ladder. And now 
Brudnoy finds himself the 
beneficiary of a kind of com¬ 
passion limited for the excep¬ 
tion rather than the rule. I sus¬ 
pect many of his fans and 
well-wishers are the same 
people who might vote for a 
variety of measures that 
would deny all sorts of rights, 
dignity and certainly universal 
health care to people with 
AIDS. 

But I’ll file away the article 
to see what becomes of 
Brudnoy’s assertion that 
“there are more homosexuals 
who are conservative than 
not.” He reasons to the Times 
reporter, “Because in many 
ways the whole thing of living 
a discreet life tends to turn 
you into a person who doesn’t 
want a lot of hoopla. The peo¬ 
ple that march in the parades, 
the guys with dresses and 
mustaches, are a small num¬ 
ber. A lot of gay activists are 
like a lot of other people in 
minority groups. They feel put 
upon. They’re not happy 
unless they’re miserable.” 

Well, I’m not going 
through my files very effi¬ 
ciently. All these stories have 
simply moved from my 
“Possible Stories” file to my 
“Used Sources” file, which is 
just a box stuffed with papers 
all crammed into a drawer. I 
still have my doubts about a 
National Association of 
Professional Organizers, and I 
won’t be hiring one to clean 
up my mess anytime soon. 

They are right about one 
thing, however. With homo¬ 
phobia lurking in the shadows 
of so many tragedies, with so 
much unprotected sex still 
going unchallenged, with so 
many lives that could use 
some lifting, it is time to 
“organize.” ▼

Study: Sexual Harassment 
Has Cost SF Taxpayers $1.6M

Sexual harassment suits are costing the city mil¬ 
lions of dollars, as well as enormous amounts of 
time, and Mayor Frank Jordan would like to cor¬ 
rect the situation. 

Last Thursday, January 5 Jordan released a 
report he commissioned to examine sexual harass¬ 
ment in city government. 

He said he commissioned the report because San 
Francisco, like other cities and private businesses, 
needs to address the problem. “I want to assure that 
all people’s rights are protected in the workplace and 
that all are able to do their jobs without being 
harassed by peers and employers,” Jordan said. “I am 
committed to working with the Commission on the 
Status of Women to implement programs to increase 
awareness and sensitivity around this issue.” 

The report, conducted by Merrick T. Rossein 
Associates, identified numerous recommendations 
for dealing with sexual harassment in the workplace. 

Jordan indicated particular interest in pursuing 
certain of the recommendations - namely: 

• Reorganize the Human Resource Department 
Equal Employment Opportunities (EEO) unit as a 
centralized unit with a specialized sexual harass¬ 
ment component. All EEO officers city-wide 
would report to the Human Resources Department 
and be “out-stationed” to departments. 

• Create a Sexual Harassment Task Force to 
implement sexual harassment report recommenda¬ 
tions within one year. 


• Secure funding for staff at the Commission on 
the Status of Women to handle sexual harassment 
complaints. Jordan will work with his budget staff 
and the Commission on the Status of Women to iden¬ 
tify funding sources to absorb the additional work. 

Jordan’s office indicates copies of the report 
will be sent to all city department heads for com¬ 
ment to be received within 60 days. 

An executive summary of the report indicates 
that during fiscal 1992-93 over 200 formal com¬ 
plaints and 14 lawsuits - the majority involving 
seuxal harassment claims - were filed by female 
city workers. 

This has cost the city $1,623,548 with costs ris¬ 
ing due to unresolved cases still pending in court. 

But Rossein report says the costs are avoidable. 
Major problems lie in the ineffectual handing and 
inconsistency in dealing with sexual harassment 
complaints, the report indicates. 

“If current procedures were streamlined and uni¬ 
form throughout all city departments, it would allevi¬ 
ate much of the employee confusion and disillusion¬ 
ment with policies that often lead to complainants fil¬ 
ing lawsuits against the city,” Rossein says. “An 
effective system should emphasize prevention, 
greater management accountability, and timely and 
effective redress when harassment occurs.” 

The summary indicates that the Commission on 
the Status of Women has enthusiastically approved 
the findings and recommendations of the sexual 
harassment study. The next step would be to imple¬ 
ment the recommendations. ▼

Bingo Profits 
To Go To Women’s 
Cancer Clinic

A clinic offering alternative 
treatments for women cancer 
patients will benefit from 
monthly bingo nights at Mama 
Bears Coffeehouse & Bookstore 
in Oakland. 

Mama Bears’ Alice Molloy 
explained that the bookstore and 
coffeehouse offered its space to 
many women’s health care cen¬ 
ters in the Oakland and 
Berkeley area, but Charlotte 
Maxwell Complementary 
Clinic was the only one who 
showed an interest. “We were 
sick of lesbians spending all of 
their time and their money on 
everyone and everything in the 
world but on women’s cancer,” 
she said. “We thought it was a 
good use of our space and a way 
to help them raise some rent 
money,” said Molloy. 

They’ve been putting on 
bingo nights for the past three 
months, and while attendance 
has fluctuated, enough members 
of the community have partic¬ 
ipated to keep it going, she said. 
Judy Blumenfeld, clinic coordi¬ 
nator at Charlotte Maxwell, said, 
“It’s a lot of fun, people have a 
good time, and it’s for a good 
cause.” The next bingo night 


will be on Wednesday, January 
18 at 8 p.m. Women only, 
please. 

Blumenfeld said the extra 
funds are a welcome addition, 
since they provide their services 
free to about 40 women with all 
kinds of cancer. All the health¬ 
care workers are volunteers who 
treat the women with accupunc- 
ture, Chinese herbs, homeopathy, 
massage, and visualization. And 
since most of the alternative treat¬ 
ments are the type few insurance 
companies recognize, the clinic 
operates on a shoestring budget. 

Blumenfeld stressed that 
they never ask patients to stop 
treatments prescribed by their 
medical doctors; thus the term 
“complementary.” 

Along with the money raised 
for the center, the fundraiser 
extends a show of support to 
breast cancer victims. “It’s a 
lonely battle. While it’s not an 
automatic death sentence, a lot 
of them do die.” ▼

KSF0: Talk About Bad News

Radio station KSF0 (560 AM) recently 
announced a format change that does not bode 
well for lesbians, gays and bisexuals in the San 
Francisco Bay Area. The station has begun to 
broadcast conservative talk shows, 24 hours a 
day. The new format - which might best be 
described as “bigotry broadcasting” - is expect¬ 
ed to cater to homophobic, racist, ciassist, and 
sexist tastes. 

Last summer, KSFO was purchased for $17 
million by local radio giant KGO (which is part 
of the even larger Capital Cities/ABC media 
empire). Now, KGO executives are convinced 
that bigotry broadcasting is the best way to 
profit from their investment. Edward Epstein, a 
reporter from the San Francisco Chronicle, 
explained, “In going conservative, KSFO fol¬ 
lows a proven national trend, in which conserv¬ 
atives have come to dominate the radio talk 
show industry.” 

The official press release announcing the 
KSFO format change stated this theme a bit 
more bluntly. The release was headlined: “Out: 
Political Correctness, Liberal Media, the 
Democratic Party. In: KSFO HotTalk 560.” 

“KSFO HateTalk 560” would be a more 
accurate slogan. Among the hosts already lined 
up by the station are Pat Buchanan (frequent 
critic of “godless homosexuality”), Michael 
Savage (local homophobe, who rails against 
such fantasies as the “homosexual control” of 
public broadcasting), and J. Paul Emerson (the 
DJ recently fired from KFRC for his relentless 
on-air racism).

Heavenly Cartooning 

Editorial cartoonist (and Simpsons creator) 
Matt Groening has consistently offered public 
affirmations of lesbian, gay, and bisexual peo¬ 
ple. In a recent installment of his nationally- 
syndicated cartoon, “Life in Hell, ” Groening 
expertly deconstructed the political agenda of 
the 104th Congress. 

Under the title “The New Pledge,” Groening 
provided an annotated version of the Pledge of 
Allegiance. His version reads: “I pledge alle¬ 
giance to - and wrap myself in - the flag of the 
United States Against Anything Un-American, 
and to the Republicans for which it stands, two 
nations, under Jesus, rich against poor, with cur¬ 
tailed liberty and justice for all (except blacks, 
homosexuals, women who want abortions. 
Communists, welfare queens, treehuggers, fem- 
inazis, illegal immigrants, children of illegal 
immigrants, and you if you don’t watch your 
step).”

Worth Talking About 

Phil Donahue devoted an episode of his pop¬ 
ular TV talk show to lesbian/gay/bisexual teens 
(“Gay Teens in a Straight World,” Dec. 28). 
This urgent subject was treated with exception¬ 
al quality (a welcome contrast to the exploita¬ 
tive approach to queer themes so characteristic 
of the genre). 

While Donahue made the appropriate chal¬ 
lenges to homophobic (and largely-adult) 
assumptions, he primarily let the lesbian/gay 
youth tell their own stories. The panel repre¬ 
sented a variety of life experiences, and includ¬ 
ed a gay boy who wore drag to school, a lesbian 


couple, and teen actor Wilson Cruz, who plays 
a gay high school student on the TV series My 
So-Called Life . 

All of the teens were able to make many 
important, instructive points. For example, 
when an audience member demanded that 
queers should be better behaved in order to earn 
respect, Wilson Cruz replied: “Respect isn’t 
something that is earned. Respect is something 
that we should all have for individuals, for 
being human. And it’s not something that you 
have to earn because you are homosexual.” 

Significantly, Donahue made a point of ask¬ 
ing for - and securing - a lesbian perspective. 
One young lesbian panelist told how she came 
out to her father: “I sort of explained it to him 
like this: ‘You know those shirts, Dad, that peo¬ 
ple are wearing that say “Love Sees No Color,” 
well I’m going to get one for you that says 
“Love Sees No Gender,” because it’s, you know, 
the same thing.’” 

In addition to the teenage panelists, other 
guests included one of the boy’s parents (a cou¬ 
ple earnestly recovering from homophobia) and 
Carol Gush, executive Director of SM YAL - the 
Sexual Minority Youth Assistance League. 
Gush discussed her program’s high-school out¬ 
reach and queer youth visibility campaigns; 
SMYAL’s address and telephone number were 
provided during the program. 

Overall, the broadcast sent out a much-need¬ 
ed picture of kids who are resilient, powerful, 
eloquent, and queer. “How healthy it is that 
young, courageous people like yourselves are 
blazing the way for others,” Phil Donahue con¬ 
cluded.

^ J5 ou may have noticed, 
San Francisco is an 
expensive place to 
live, both rentwise and 
otherwise. “Money is the key,” 
says real estate broker 
Christopher Stafford, who 
estimates he has sold about ten 
homes to people that acknowl¬ 
edged to him that they were gay 
or lesbian in the last year. “My 
general take on real estate with 
gays is that there really isn’t a 
big difference between gays and 
non-gays buying property. It 
really comes down to a question 
of money; i.e., how much do 
they have.” Glad that’s clear. 

Still, there are other concerns 
- different deeds give different 
rights of survival and other things 
that seem to matter more to gay 
and lesbian couples than 
straights, which may be why 
some gay homebuyers specifical¬ 
ly look for gay real estate agents. 
There are a lot of gay people in 
the real estate industry, he said, 
including real estate agents, 
mortgage brokers, escrow offi¬ 
cers, and others. By the way, a 
real estate agent is not the same 
as a Realtor®. The difference 
may be slight to you and to me, 
but that ® means business. 

Stafford is a member of the 
Golden Gate Business 
Association and a member of 
their LEAD group. What is a

LEAD group? They exchange 
leads and act in a way that is 
very different from Glengarry 
Glen Ross - not that anyone saw 
the movie anyway. 

Stafford lives with his part¬ 
ner in the Upper Market Area 
and is also a certified public 
accountant. At the tender age of 
36, he has been involved in real 
estate, investments and financial

services for 13 years. “Although 
my focus is in the gay /lesbian 
community,” he says, “I would 
say that my business is 50/50.” 

The cost of purchasing a 
home in San Francisco varies by 
area, he explains. ‘To get into a 
decent secure starting home you 
are - at a minimum - talking 
$250,000 for a single family 
home and a minimum of 
$200,000 for a condo.” And how 
much down? “What is very typ¬ 
ical,” Stafford says, “it would 
require a minimum of 10 percent 
to 20 percent down.” 

Gay people are most eager to 
buy in the Upper Market/Castro/ 
Noe Valley Area, Stafford said. 
But other areas that are current¬ 
ly very popular because of 
affordability are Bernal Heights, 
and Glen Park. “I also know 
there are a lot of gay people that 
have a lot of money who are liv¬ 
ing in the north part of town,” 
which includes Presidio Heights, 
Russian Hill, and Pacific 
Heights as “the north end of 
town.” The Marina is a “straight 
haven” in Stafford’s view; for 
those who buy the religious 
right’s “wrath of God” theory, 
that may explain the substantial 
damage in the Marina in the last 
quake. (However, or more like¬ 
ly, it could have something to do 
with landfill.)

oland Jadryev, anoth¬ 
er gay man who is also 
a Realtor®, is with 
Mason McDuffie 
Real Estate Inc., the oldest real 
estate firm in the Bay Area, 
established in Berkeley in 1887. 
Jadryev, a Chicago native, has 
also lived in New York City, Los 
Angeles, and Seattle, but says 
San Francisco is the only place 
to be. 

“In my opinion, San 
Francisco provides the highest 
quality urban experience avail¬ 
able in this country...” Why not 
just rent - why buy a home? 
Jadryev responds that “the desire 
to own spans areas of primal 


behavior in ‘marking’ space, to 
more conscious contemporary 
needs for privacy and the innate 
gay ‘need’ to create interesting, 
usually dramatic space as back¬ 
drops to our art filled lives.” 

Realistically, he says, a sin¬ 
gle family residence in good 
condition in the city starts at 
about $350,000. The good news 
is that the financial community 
is more available now than they 
have been for many years. The 
refinancing boom they enjoyed 
is now over, making them more 
accommodating than ever. (The 
market peaked in the fall of 
1989, he says.) The result is that 
properties in the $200,000 to 
$400,000 category are now an 
average of 10 to 15 percent 
lower than at the peak. Higher- 
end properties $400,000 and up 
are as much as 20 to 30 percent 
lower now, Jadryev says.

People for the American Way. 
The Washington, D.C.-based 
group documented 134 
instances of such activity in its 
report, titled “Hostile Climate,” 
which covers 37 states and the 
District of Columbia. 

“While most attention has 
focused on two statewide anti¬ 
gay ballot initiatives in Oregon 
and Idaho, a growing anti-gay 
campaign is gaining ground all 
across America,” said People for 
the American Way President 
Arthur J. Kropp. “Popular hate- 
filled rhetoric commonly used 
by religious right political lead¬ 
ers is breathing life into a broad 
range of anti-gay policies and 
personal attacks. 

‘The result is a political and 
social climate hostile to the 
principles of justice and fairness 
that safeguard every American,” 
he added. And with the current 
political situation favoring such 
attacks, Kropp predicts things 
will not likely get much better: 
“It’s just a matter of time before 
newly-elected religious right- 
backed public officials start 
looking for ways to pay back 
right-wing leaders for their sup¬ 
port. High atop the right-wing 
agenda are anti-gay initiatives of 
all kinds.” 

The report, which covers a 
one-year period from November 
1993 to November 1994, 
includes the following anti-gay 
legislative action, statewide and 
local ballot initiatives, court 
decisions, education-related 
activity, arts censorship, and 
other policy-related incidents: 

■ A proposal by the Fairfax 
County, Virginia Board of 
Supervisors last spring intend¬ 
ed, among other things, to 
restrict access to gay publica¬ 
tions such as the Washington 
Blade ; 

■ In June, Jerry Falwell 
placed a full page ad in the con¬ 
servative newspaper, the 
Washington Times, to protest the 
Gay Games in New York City 
and the celebration that honored 
the 25th anniversary of the 
Stonewall rebellion, referring to 
“their perverted lifestyle.” 

■ In Boca Raton, Florida, 
two members of a group of 
rugby players, dressed in drag, 
were charged with disorderly 
conduct for storming into a gay 
bar, vandalizing the bar, and 
hurling insults at the patrons. 

■ For the third year in a row, 
the U.S. House of 
Representatives approved legis¬ 
lation that prohibits the District 
of Columbia from using any 
funds to implement the Health 
Care Benefits Expansion Act of 
1992, a domestic partnership 
law passed by the District of 
Columbia City Council in 
Spring 1992. 

■ In Burbank, California, a 


gay Christian group was evicted 
from a religious music festival 
by an organizer who tore down 
the group’s banner, which pro¬ 
claimed, “Christian Gays and 
Lesbians for Justice,” and the 
festival’s manager stated, 
“We’re trying to put the God 
back into this country, but some 
people would rather come out of 
the closet than clean it out.” 

■ Several residents of 
Huntsville, Alabama com¬ 
plained to that city’s building 
permit office after the 
Huntsville Metropolitan 

Community Church, a primarily 
gay and les-

cause local property values to 
decrease. One resident, who 
lives across the street from the 
new church, said, “I’ll be out 
there in my rocking chair with 
my sign that says, ‘I don’t like 
homosexuals.’ ... They won’t 
have a minute’s peace as long as 
I’m living. That’s a promise to 
God.” The church has also 
received calls from people read¬ 
ing scripture condemning 
homosexuality. 

■ In Anchorage, Alaska, par¬ 
ents and members of a local 
church raised objections to the 
book “Asking About Sex and 
Growing Up” by Joanna Cole, 
available in elementary school 
libraries, and requested its 
removal. Objectors claimed the 
book was “teaching homosexu¬ 
ality,” as well as “encouraging 
children to start masturbating,” 
and “condoning thoughts of 
incest.” 


While much of the study 
documents and portends an 
increasingly anti-gay climate, it 
also covers positive instances of 
homophobic activity being 
defeated. In seven states, for 
instance, anti-gay measures 
failed to reach the ballot despite 
heavy involvement of the 
Religious right. Courts in 
Colorado enjoined implementa¬ 
tion of an anti-gay amendment 
passed in 1992, and in Florida, 
the state supreme court prohibit¬ 
ed a statewide initiative from 
appearing on the ballot. And in 
hundreds of communities in 
dozens of states, citizens orga¬ 
nized to fight censorship, to 
oppose the restriction of civil 


rights, and to reject the agenda 
of hatred and intolerance. 

The report found that much 
of the activity documented was 
led by the religious right politi¬ 
cal movement through mean- 
spirited radio and television 
broadcasts, newsletters, and 
direct mail from groups like the 
Lou Sheldon-led Traditional 
Values Coalition and Martin 
Mawyer’s Christian Action 
Network. Using censorship of 
gay-positive materials like the 
video The Gay Agenda and Gay 
Rights, Special Rights, “reli¬ 
gious right activists are well 
aware that if they can control the 
images of gay men and lesbians 
projected onto the public con¬ 
sciousness, they will to a large 
extent control the debate over 
gay rights.” The report also 
found sweeping defamation of 
gays and lesbians, and an 
emerging tactic of the religious 
right of dividing gays and les¬ 
bians from other minority 
groups. 

Deanna Duby, director of 
education policy and research 
manager of People for the 
American Way, told the B.A.R. 
that last year’s study was the 
second of its kind by the organi¬ 
zation, and that the number of 
incidents from the first report to 
the second increased by two or 
three. “We started doing this 
study because we saw the need 
of documenting this phenome¬ 
non of anti-gay activity so 
someone could see what is 
going on. It is ironic that while 
the religious right leaders tend 
to say, ‘We don’t advocate vio¬ 
lence against gays,’ they often 
communicate rhetoric that 
increases the climate for such 
violence. We wanted to show 
that there is a connection 
between the rhetoric and the 
violence. When you have an 
atmosphere of religious talk 
show hosts repeating rhetoric 
that demonizes gays and les¬ 
bians, it increases the atmos¬ 
phere for people who would 
lean towards violent behavior to 
take that step.” 

While the report offered no 
direct prescription for address¬ 
ing the homophobia it docu¬ 
ments, Duby said it is impor¬ 
tant that gays and lesbians be 
“out and open about their sexu¬ 
al orientation, because it forces 
Americans to realize that gays 
and lesbians are not the mono¬ 
lithic child molesters and 
rapists they are often stereo¬ 
typed as. They are a diverse 
group that can be your neigh¬ 
bors, family, friends, and other¬ 
wise normal people.” She also 
recommended that straight as 
well as gay and lesbian people 
keep informed on anti-gay 
activity and speak out against 
it. ▼

Military Ban Milestones

The New Year came Tuesday, 
January 3 for the ban on gays in the 
military; it was out with the old and 
in with the new. 

Gay Navy Midshipman Joe 
Steffan quietly announced that he 
would not appeal his negative deci¬ 
sion from the D.C. federal court, 
stemming from his 1987 discharge 
from the U.S. Naval Academy at 
Annapolis, to the Supreme Court. 
Thus ended Steffan v. Perry , his six- 
year legal challenge to the “old” pre- 
don’t-ask-don’t-tell ban on gays in 
the military. 

“It was an emotionally painful 
thing for Joe, in the sense that he is a 
fighter and this is wrong, and the 
knee-jerk thing is to make right what 
is wrong,” said Beatrice Dohm, legal 
director of the Lambda Legal 
Defense and Education Fund. The 
group had helped Steffan press his 
case. 

“But Joe also recognizes that for 
the ‘cause’ reasons, it’s the moment 
for him to pass the torch to the Able 
case, which addresses the real cur¬ 
rent question of the ‘new’ ban.” 

That came quicker and in a more 
dramatic fashion than anyone 
expected. Later that same day a 
three-member appeals panel of the 
Second Circuit in New York ruled on 
a motion in the case of Able v. Perry, 


the lead legal challenge to the “new” 
ban on gays in the military. 

Able to Go to Trial 

The panel held that trial judge 
Eugene Nickerson had used the 
wrong standards in issuing an injunc¬ 
tion barring the military from pro¬ 
ceeding to discharge the plaintiffs in 
the case. But they left the injunction 
in place until March 31, essentially 
ordering the trial and decision to be 
concluded by that date. 

The Pentagon and Lambda were 
shocked, both having assumed that 
pretrial motions and discovery 
would delay start of the trial until the 
summer at least, if not the fall. They 
are scurrying to prepare their cases. 

What appears to be developing is a 
game of legal “chicken” where both 
sides presently would like more time 
to prepare, but neither wants to be the 
first to ask, as that would give the 
other leverage in seeking concessions. 

The fast track ruling by the court 
panel virtually scuttled the Clinton 
administration’s political and legal 
strategies of “stall and delay” in 
resolving the question of gays in the 
military. It makes it increasingly 
likely that the issue will be a highly 
visible one, perhaps even before the 
Supreme Court, during the coming 
presidential election campaign. It is 
something Clinton strategists had 
wanted to avoid. T

Beantown Homphobes Sure Get Windy... 

St. Pat’s Parade Dispute 
To Go to the Supreme Court

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court agreed Friday, 
January 6 to review a lower 
court decision that required 
organizers of Boston’s St. 
Patrick’s Day Parade to allow 
gay groups among the marchers. 

The organizers of the parade 
contended the decision violates 
their free speech rights, and can¬ 
celed the parade rather than 
obey the order. The Gay, 
Lesbian & Bisexual Group of 
Boston sued the organizers of 
the parade and the city in state 
court in November 1993. 

GLIB said it had been unlaw¬ 
fully excluded from the 1992 
and 1993 St. Patrick’s/ 
Evacuation Day Parades in 


South Boston, which violated 
their First Amendment rights of 
free speech and their rights 
under the 14th Amendment, 
which guarantees equal protec¬ 
tion under the law. 

The parade organizers, the 
Allied War Veterans Council of 
South Boston, argued in 
response that the parade was 
privately funded. The organizers 
said forcing them to include 
GLIB in their parade violated 
their First Amendment rights of 
free assembly and their 14th 
Amendment rights. 

A state Superior Court judge 
ruled in December 1993 that the 
city was not involved, and 
removed Boston from the case. 

But the judge said after an 
analysis of the facts that it was 


“impossible to discern any spe¬ 
cific purpose entitling the 
parade to protection under the 
First Amendment.” 

The judge ordered the orga¬ 
nizers to include GLIB in the 
parade, and last March the 
Supreme Judicial Court of 
Massachusetts affirmed. 

In their petition to the high 
court, the parade organizers 
said, “In an astounding decision 
which conflicts with the well 
settled law and doctrines of [the 
Supreme Court], the 
Massachusetts courts have abdi¬ 
cated their duty to preserve and 
protect the guarantees of its cit¬ 
izens’ First Amendment rights, 
and the liberty interests and due 
process of law mandated by the 
14th Amendment.” T 


Fed Judge: There’s No Law 
Against Same-Sex Harassment

Same-sex harassment on the job is not a viola¬ 
tion of U.S. law, a federal judge in Maryland has 
ruled. 

U.S. District Court Judge Alexander Harvey II 
wrote that sexual harassment is a matter of gender 
discrimination, and that it is not possible for some¬ 
one to commit gender discrimination against 
someone of the same sex. 

Harvey’s ruling clouds even further the legal 
status of same-gender sexual harassment. Some 
courts have agreed with Harvey that such harass¬ 
ment is not in itself illegal, while others have said 
that it is indeed illegal. 

In the Maryland case, George Hopkins, who 
was a photo technician at Baltimore Gas and 
Electric Company, claimed that his supervisor, Ira 
Swadow, had harassed him over the eight years 


that the two worked together. Neither man is cur¬ 
rently with the company. 

Sexual harassment law in the United States is 
based upon Title VII of the Civil Rights Act of 
1964, which prohibits discrimination based upon 
gender. Harvey, citing previous court rulings on 
same-gender harassment, said that Hopkins could 
not possibly have a claim under that law. 

“No reasonable juror could find on the present 
record that Swadow singled out and targeted plain¬ 
tiff for harassment on account of plaintiff’s sex,” 
the judge wrote. 

Key to Harvey’s argument is the idea that, with 
two men, there is not the type of difference in 
power that exists when a man harasses a woman. 

Harvey cited a 1988 Illinois federal court ruling 
on same-gender sexual harassment to back up his 
argument.

In an historic moment for the lesbian 
and gay community, gay activist and one¬ 
time San Francisco Board of Education 
President Tom Ammiano and lesbian busi¬ 
nesswoman Susan Leal took their seats as 
duly-elected members of the San 
Francisco board of supervisors on 
Monday, January 9. 

Supervisor Carole Migden, who was re¬ 
elected to her post but who failed in her 
bid to become president of the board of 
supervisors, was also seated during the 
official swearing-in ceremonies at the 
board’s legislative chambers in City Hall. 

In a moving speech to the jubilant 
crowd, Ammiano delivered a brief mono¬ 
logue in his trademark high-strung, high 
camp, off the cuff, and bitingly observa¬ 
tional style. 

“It must be the suit,” Ammiano joked 
about the attention he received as he rode 
the MUNI bus from his Bemal Heights 
home to City Hall for the ceremony. 

“A few people on the bus thought I 
must be from immigration. But I said no, 
that we don’t truck with 187 in San 
Francisco,” Ammiano said to the applaud¬ 
ing crowd. 

Ammiano spoke of the legacy of 
Harvey Milk in his remarks, and of the 
power of the grassroots progressive and 
lesbian and gay movements in San 
Francisco. 

“We will share that power with others 


who are disenfranchised,” Ammiano 
promised. 

Ammiano cried openly as he talked 
about his sadness and anger that his long¬ 
time lover Tim Curbo, a teacher at Cesar 
Chavez School, had died of AIDS shortly 
before he was elected to the post. 

In her remarks. Leal, who won election 
to the board after initially being appointed 
to the post by Mayor Frank Jordan to 
replace Roberta Achtenberg in 1993, 
spoke of the joy of public service and also 
slammed the anti-immigrant Proposition 
187, which she actively campaigned 
against. 

“It feels very good to be elected to be a 
leader in the most wonderful city in the 
world,” she said. 

Leal saluted her parents, relatives, 
friends, and political campaign consultants 
who attended the event - and paid special 
tribute to staffer and longtime friend 
Bevan Dufty, who is regarded as a con¬ 
summate City Hall political operative. 

In her prepared remarks, Migden 
acknowledged her lover, attorney Chris 
Arguedas; San Francisco Democratic 
Party chair Matthew Rothschild; and 
others, including philanthropist Jim 
Hormel. 

Migden spoke of her first term efforts 
in welfare reform, water reclamation, 
AIDS and health service budget issues, as 
well as “lesbian and gay equality issues,” 
and promised to continue to provide lead¬ 
ership on the board. ▼

AIDS Action Names New Head 

Yale Educated Attorney, 

Teacher Mark Barnes Takes Over

AIDS Action Council (AAC), 
the country’s largest national 
policy and lobbying organiza¬ 
tion, named Mark Barnes its 
new executive director on 
January 6. Barnes will start the 
first of February. He succeeds 
Dan Brass, who served in that 
position for four years. 

Barnes, 34, hails from East 
Tallasee in east central Alabama. 
He is a graduate of Yale Law 
School and taught at the Columbia 
University School of Law where 
he co-founded its AIDS Law 
Clinic. He has also worked as an 
attorney in private practice. 

He was named director of 
AIDS policy for the New York 
State Department of Health in 
1989, and served as New York 
City Department of Health asso¬ 
ciate commissioner for medical 
and legal policy from 1992-94. 

Barnes took on one of the 
first AIDS discrimination law 
suits as a volunteer attorney 
with Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund in 1984. A 
pharmacist was offered a job at 
Westchester County Hospital 
but had that offer withdrawn 
when the hospital learned he 
was HIV-positive. The trial 
dragged on for more than a year, 
but ended in victory.

New Studies Available for Persons Living with HIV 

The AIDS Community Research Consortium (ACRC) 
is pleased to announce three new HIV clinical trials: 

Sporanox — A study to determine the effect of Sporanox Capsules 
for the treatment of oropharyngeal Candidiasis in HIV positive sub¬ 
jects. Medications include FDA-approved antifungal medications — 
itraconazole (Sporanox) capsules, and fluconazole (Diflucan) tablets. 
The purpose of the study is to assess the safety and effectiveness of 
itraconazole capsules in the treatment of oropharyngeal candidiasis 
in HIV positive subjects, as compared to fluconazole. 

CMV Retinitis Treatment — A study to determine whether ganci¬ 
clovir in an oral form used with an intravitreal (within the back of the 
eye) ganciclovir implant will help prevent the spread of Cytomega¬ 
lovirus (CMV) infection. The use of the implant with and without oral 
ganciclovir will be compared to standard IV ganciclovir treatment. 

Gene Therapy — This study uses an experimental treatment for HIV 
infection called gene therapy, a technique used to transfer genes into 
cells. The purposes of the study are: 1) to find out how safe and easi¬ 
ly tolerated several courses of the treatment, HIV-IT(V) are, 2) to mea¬ 
sure the activity of HIV-IT(V) through laboratory results, specifically 
levels of HIV in the blood, and 3) to monitor the amount of time it 
may take for clinical disorders associated with HIV infection and for 
AIDS defining conditions to occur.

tant because of its timing and 
impact,” said Beatrice Dohm, 
Lambda’s legal director. “The 
way it dragged on shows you 
how hard institutions will fight 
to discriminate in these ways.” 

In an interview before his offi¬ 
cial announcement as executive 
director, Barnes stated that his 
principle mission will be “to save, 
sustain, and hopefully strengthen 
the existing federal programs” for 
communities living with and at 
risk for HIV/AIDS. 

He wants to build “even 
more of a presence in 
Washington, and offer even 
more help to local and state 
organizations.” He would like to 
strengthen the role as “an infor¬ 
mation clearing house or 
resource center” offering “tech¬ 
nical assistance and analysis.” 

Barnes continuously 

returned to the need for AIDS 
Action to become more repre¬ 
sentative of the diversity of the 
communities affected by AIDS 
and to work in broader coali¬ 
tions to achieve its goals. 

The AIDS Action Council 
has faced increasing criticism 
on these very grounds. Many 
have called it a trade association 
dominated by the handful of 
large local service organizations 
that provide the bulk of its fund¬ 
ing. It is a charge that board 
president Mario Cooper 
acknowledges has some validity 
and has vowed to correct. 

Barnes “comes to AIDS 
Action from New York. Gay 
Men’s Health Crisis is their 
largest backer,” said Cornelius 
Baker, public policy director 
with the National Association of 
People With AIDS (NAPWA). 
“Does he come representing 
solely that constituency? Does 
this show branching out on AIDS 
Action’s part? I think many peo¬ 
ple on face value would suggest 
not. I think it is going to be a 
challenge for him to represent all 
of that in a different way. 

“I know there are some peo¬ 
ple who will look at AIDS 
Action and go tisk, risk, risk, 
they hired another gay white 
man,” Baker said. “I would, on 


the other hand, say that the epi¬ 
demic hasn’t gone away.” 

Baker called Barnes “very 
good, very sharp, someone who 
has been able to maintain a fair 
level of respect in the communi¬ 
ty while being in a very difficult 
environment.” 

But he cautioned that Barnes 
will have to work against being 
perceived as “either cold, dis¬ 
tant, arrogant, or sort of white, 
and not representative of the 
diverse populations.” 

That praise and admonition 
was echoed by Keith Cyler, co¬ 
director of Housing Works, 
which serves primarily minority 
and substance abuse HIV clients 
in New York City. 

“I’ve worked with Marie in the 
past on the HIV planning council,” 
Cyler said. “He is the kind of per¬ 
son who can make things happen. 
He is someone who will bring a 
fresh perspective to the AAC. 

“Because he is not a national 
player, in the sense that he is not 
aligned with any group in partic¬ 
ular, he brings the ability to be 
inclusive. He doesn’t have a lot 
of baggage that I think has ham¬ 
pered the AIDS movement.” 

At the same time Cyler said 
that Barnes “has a tendency some¬ 
times to make deals and go off.” 
He warned that “there is a tremen¬ 
dous need to develop trust and 
accountability across the board.” 

American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU) chief AIDS lob¬ 
byist Alexander Robinson noted 
Barnes’ lack of experience “deal¬ 
ing with folks inside the Beltway, 
although lack thereof may be an 
advantage” in the very changed 
Republican-led Congress. 

“The new Congress is going 
to set the priorities on spending 
and focus,” said Shepherd Smith 
with the conservative 
Americans for a Sound AIDS 
Policy (ASAP). Most AIDS 
groups have had a high profile 
anti-Republican streak in their 
past. Smith was curious to see 
how they will “reverse that” to 
work with a Republican 
Congress. He called it a “funda¬ 
mental challenge” to them. T

An Interview with 

New AAC Head Mark Barnes

Bob Roehr: Why did you 
decide to take the job? 

Mark Barnes: I, like every¬ 
body else, have lost a lot of peo¬ 
ple in this epidemic. I was asked 
to do it. And I believe that when 
you are asked to do something by 
a lot of people who represent 
your own community, then you 
do it. So that is why I’m doing it. 

How did you get started 
working with AIDS? 

I was in law school and 
always interested in healthcare 
law and healthcare ethics and all 
that. By the time I graduated 
from law school in 1984 AIDS 
was the hot issue and intellectu¬ 
ally it was the most interesting. It 
was where my issues about sexu¬ 
ality and my intellectual interests 
in health and ethics all came 
together. 

So the way I started was 
doing volunteer work for 
Lambda Legal Defense on 
AIDS-related discrimination 
cases in New York. I guess it was 
the first case that Lambda really 
did from beginning to end, and I 
tried the case. 

Where are you going to focus 
your energies at AIDS Action? 

Two main areas: we have got 
to save, sustain, and hopefully 
strengthen the existing federal 
programs that have really greatly 
helped the community of people 
living with and at risk for HIV 
and AIDS. Clearly we are going 
to have a battle in Congress to 
save those money streams and 
hopefully strengthen them. I 
think there is a possibility that 
we can do that based on the very 
urgent human need that is out 
there. The need is so great that I 
think it is palpable even to con¬ 
servatives. 

The other focus of my efforts 
will be to strengthen this organi¬ 
zation. To recruit staff, to build 
the budget, and get funding, so 
that we can be even more of a 
presence in Washington and offer 
even more help to local and state 
organizations than we have been 
able to in the past. 

Folks have characterized this 
as a trade association, dominat¬ 
ed by perhaps a half dozen to a 
dozen of the largest organiza¬ 
tions, the people who pay the 
bills. Is that going to change? 

I would not have taken this 
job if I thought that the goal and 
the mission of this organization 
was anything but saving lives 
and relieving suffering over the 
entire group of people affected 
by HIV and AIDS. And not sim¬ 
ply serving as a trade association 
for a limited number of organiza¬ 
tions. 

You can look at my record. 
My record in government ser¬ 
vices is what I think of as the 
highest mission of a government 
servant, a civil servant: to appre¬ 
ciate, and understand, and vindi¬ 
cate the interests and the rights of 
everybody. That is where I come 
from and that is the kind of mis¬ 
sion I bring to this organization. 
Regardless, frankly, of the histo¬ 
ry that has gone before. 

In terms of preventive educa¬ 
tion there have been some real 
political roadblocks to imple¬ 
menting [explicit programs]. 
How do you get beyond that? 

Look, leave Elders aside for a 
minute. The fact is, one has to

take American society as one 
finds it. The best public health 
respects the differences within 
society and works within those 
constraints in order to prevent 
disease. 

There are a lot of people in 
this country who have religious 
beliefs and religious preferences 
that are intensely held and deeply 
personal, that dictate to them, for 
instance, the need for abstinence 
as the most important or even the 
only HIV prevention strategy 
that is acceptable. 

I think that we have to, as a 
community, accept that there 
are good, decent people who 
hold beliefs like that. And there 
are also good decent people, 
most of us who work in AIDS, 
but not all of us, who believe 
that the best way to deal with 
prevention education is to be 
frank, explicit, and to give the 
whole range of options. And 
that is not simply in terms of 
sex but in terms of needles, of 
drug use, crack cocaine use, and 
alcohol use, all of which are co¬ 
factors at this point for the 
spread of HIV. 

The reality of the way 
American society exists is that 
we cannot simply write off that 
segment of the population and 
regard them as inherently evil, 
those who believe that absti¬ 
nence is the most important HIV 
prevention strategy. 

As we ask for more tolerance 
from that part of society, we have 
to be more tolerant of them. I 
think that there is a vital center. 

/ don *t think the argument is 
that one shouldn’t talk about 
abstinence. But in the political 
arena one has let those factors 
veto discussions of more explic¬ 
it life saving measures. They 
have been allowed to exercise a 
veto over the expenditure of 
public funding. 

I reject the idea that we can 
simply blame the various ele¬ 
ments of what people regard as 
the right wing of politicians in 
this country as being responsible 
for that. 

I think there has been a failure 
of nerve, and frankly of courage, 
among public health profession¬ 
als, at the federal and state and 
local levels, who simply did not 
do what they knew in their hearts 
and minds was appropriate to do 
in terms of HIV prevention. In 
some cases it may be that there 
were Congressional proscrip¬ 
tions on things but it is not only 
federal money that goes into HIV 
prevention. It’s private money, 
and state money, and local 
money. 


They haven’t been very cre¬ 
ative in using the mix. 

Exactly. They haven’t been 
very creative and they haven’t 
been very courageous. And 
frankly, they are going to have to 
stand up and they are going to 
have to be counted in all of this. 
Public health officials across this 
country, there are exceptions of 
course, but there has not been the 
kind of courage that one would 
have hoped for in this epidemic. 

The fact is there are proscrip¬ 
tions and laws and regulations, 
and there are also ways around 
those things too to give a full 
range of prevention education. 

As AIDS becomes more of a 
chronic manageable disease 
and it is mainstreamed, what is 
the justification for separate 
line item funding? 

AIDS is different from, for 
example, heart disease or cancer, 
in the sense that HIV is transmis¬ 
sible. There are special and 
unique needs of people living 
with AIDS and people who are at 
risk for HIV That simply isn’t 
the case with heart disease and 
cancer and other things. One 
would be hard pressed to find 
something that lays at the inter¬ 
section of so many indices of dis¬ 
advantage and discrimination as 
HIV. 

Because of that, I believe that 
there is a special obligation of 
society to care for people with 
HIV and to prevent the spread of 
HIV to others. We can’t shy 
away from that argument 
because it’s the truth. 

[AIDS] most closely parallels 
geriatric patients - disability, 
death, loss of control of bodily 
functions and environment, con¬ 
fusion. Because of that the elder¬ 
ly are treated differently and 
have gotten enhanced funding in 
the society in many different 
ways including an incredible 
entitlement through Medicare for 
people with AIDS. 

Twelve months from now, 
how should we evaluate you and 
your performance? What should 
be the standards? What are the 
goals? 

One is going to have to look 
at our success in sustaining the 
funding stream and hopefully 
increasing the funding stream. 
[Another is] the coalitions that I 
hope [we] would have built to all 
of these local organizations and 
other national organizations, far 
beyond the confines of our cur¬ 
rent alliances. 

Any parting thoughts? 

We as a community should 
really not think that because 
there has been this change in 
Congress that everything is over. 
There are battles to be fought and 
we have to fight them in a more 
united way than we have ever 
fought them before. 

There are gains to be made 
and there are also potential loss¬ 
es to be cut. Even if we don’t win 
everything that we set out to win 
this year, by articulating the 
rationale, by making the case 
even if we lose, we save the day 
for the future. Because we are 
going to be fighting these battles 
for the next 30 or 40 years in this 
country. 

We have got to understand 
that with HIV and AIDS we can¬ 
not plan for a year from now, we 
have got to start planning for the 
decades to come. ▼

problem.” 

The parasite - present in 
raw or undercooked meat, 
unwashed vegetables, cat 
feces, and soil - resides harm¬ 
lessly in an estimated 35 per¬ 
cent of the world’s population. 
It can, however, have devastat¬ 
ing effects on fetuses, new¬ 
borns, and people with weak¬ 
ened immune systems, caus¬ 
ing lung and heart damage and 
brain inflammation and, in the 
case of unborn babies, miscar¬ 
riage or stillbirth. 

Up to ten percent of 
patients with AIDS in the 
United States develop the dis¬ 
ease. 

The investigators came 
across the key to the new strat¬ 
egy while studying how the 
parasite chemically breaks 


down, or metabolizes, sugar to 
obtain energy. They found the 
parasite uses essentially the 
same chemical steps as 
humans to convert sugar into 
energy - with one exception. 

In that one step, the parasite 
uses an enzyme called 
pyrophosphatedependent 
phosphoffuctokinase, which is 
found only in the most primi¬ 
tive organisms. 

“This enzyme is very 
unusual. We were astonished 
when we found it,” said co¬ 
researcher Zao-Yuan Peng of 
Stanford. “Then we realized it 
could serve as an excellent tar¬ 
get for drugs to fight toxoplas¬ 
mosis.” 

Working with Charles 
McKenna, a chemistry profes¬ 
sor at the University of 
Southern California, the 
Stanford group tested dozens 
of chemicals to see how well 
they inhibited the activity of 


the ancient enzyme. 

The best candidate turned 
out to be carbonyldiphosphon- 
ic acid, which drastically 
reduced the enzyme’s activity 
in the test tube. 

“We think this compound 
inhibits the enzyme by block¬ 
ing its active site,” said co¬ 
researcher Joan Mansour of 
Stanford. 

The scientists plan to con¬ 
tinue studying this and similar 
compounds, looking for ways 
to boost their ability to pene¬ 
trate the parasite without caus¬ 
ing toxicity to patients, said 
Dr. Jack Remington, professor 
of medicine specializing in 
infectious diseases at 
Stanford. 

The research was funded in 
part by the National Institute 
of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases and the American 
Foundation for AIDS 
Research. T

dresser.” 

Philip Arcidi, spokesperson for the Pro-Life 
Alliance of Gays and Lesbians (PLAGAL) chapter 
in Boston, told the Bay Area Reporter he has 
checked the group’s mailing and contact lists, and 
has no record of Salvi ever having asked for infor¬ 
mation. “To our knowledge, he had no contact with 
us,” Arcidi said. 

“Neighbors seem to surmise that he is gay ... but 
I can’t say that he is a gay man. ... I don’t care if 
he’s gay or straight. What I can say is that no one 
can be a Pro-Lifer and commit murder. He has 
nothing to do with PLAGAL, never has and never 
will. We can’t have members who advocate vio¬ 
lence.” 

Los Angeles lesbian Tammy Bruce, president 
of the L.A. chapter of NOW and KFI radio talk 
show host, disagrees. Vehement anti-abortion 
rhetoric creates an environment of violence, she 
said, that has resulted in “deranged” followers 
believing they are committing “justifiable homi¬ 
cide,” often in the name of God. The murder of the 
two receptionists in Brookline brings to five the 
number of killings in anti-abortion related violence 
in the past two years. 

Anti-abortion groups “say they’re shocked,” she 
told the B.A.R., but “who else do they think is 
responsible? What do they think they’re provoking 
when they sit in front of a clinic and talk about 
‘murder’ in a very serious way?. ... There are dis¬ 
tinct links between the visible, anti-abortion lead¬ 
ership and the young people they are using to do 
this stuff. The hundreds of Catholic and funda¬ 
mentalist churches involved in the anti-abortion 
movement are fueling the fire and fanning the 
flames and then, when it explodes, they say: ‘How 
the hell did this happen? We’re not responsible.’... 

“You can’t say people are killing babies without 
getting this type of reaction. ... The Catholic 
Church sickens me. Roger Mahoney is a key part 
of this. And the Pope is named ‘Man of the Year’ 
[by Time magazine] and yet they won’t defrock a 
priest who has called for the murder of feminists. 

“This violent [anti-abortion] rhetoric is from 
the same people who call gays and lesbians ver¬ 
min, sinners and dangerous. These are the same 
organized religious fanatics who haunt us at our 
gay pride parades and who stand in front of clinics. 

“Gays and lesbians ought to sit back and realize 
that they might be next.” 

An Omen? 

“This domestic terrorism and violence is a 
microcosm of what is going to happen to our com¬ 
munity as the church heats up about gays and les¬ 
bians,” Bruce predicted. “There is extreme frustra¬ 
tion with our support, that most Americans are 
Pro-Choice and, in general, pro-gay rights. If we 
find out there is an anti-abortion conspiracy I’m 
sure we’ll find out the other subject they are plot¬ 
ting is the demise of gay leadership in this country 
and gay people ought to be awfully damned con¬ 
cerned about that. It’s like a jihad. ... This is only 
going to get worse. Indications now are that these 
killings are not random acts of violence but a col¬ 
lective organized effort moving into domestic ter¬ 
rorism with the most fanatic, unbalanced people 
being used to carry it out. ... This is an issue of 
control - just like any other terrorist act of intimi¬ 
dation” - perpetrated by “religious zealots” and 
“middle-aged white men” with gender problems. 


Bruce said that she and those who work at L.A. 
NOW take special precautions and have taken 
action against people who have made death and 
rape threats. “All of us have to take this very seri¬ 
ously. The two women who were killed were 
receptionists just doing their job. In one second 
they had a gun in their face. But their deaths are 
not going to stop abortion and the anti-abortion 
activists know it,” Bruce says. 

Bruce was glad that both President Clinton and 
Republican U.S. Senate Majority leader Bob Dole 
have called the Brookline killings “domestic ter¬ 
rorism” and are now taking the belief seriously that 
the murders of Pro-Choice activists may be part of 
a national conspiracy. Fund for the Feminist 
Majority leader Katherine Spillar is currently in 
Arlington, Virginia working with the U.S. Justice 
Department to investigate the conspiracy theory 
and to consider how to better protect clinics. 

Arcidi calls the idea of a conspiracy “bunk. 
Every Pro-Life group I’ve met, and many I 
haven’t, have consistently said there is no room for 
violence in a Right to Life movement. It’s not Pro- 
Life to kill. John Salvi was deranged,” says Arcidi. 
“I know that the Right to Life view is grossly mis¬ 
represented. I don’t know any Right to Lifers who 
in any way advocate violence. This is disgusting - 
we can’t kill anyone.” He says his movement is 
maligned much as gays have been. “The gay com¬ 
munity is grossly misrepresented in much of the 
press for the same reason the Right to Life move¬ 
ment is grossly misrepresented - to make a sensa¬ 
tional story.” 

But reporters who wanted sensational copy 
needed only visit the jail where Salvi was held in 
Virginia, where Don Spitz of Pro Life of Virginia 
and his followers stood vigil with signs bearing 
such messages as “John Salvi - Prisoner of War.” 

Spitz seemed determined to prove Bruce’s point 
about inflammatory anti-abortion rhetoric: he told 
reporters that if Salvi’s intent was to “prevent inno¬ 
cent babies from being put to death, then they were 
justified and moral shootings. ... Is the life of a 
receptionist worth more than thousands of unborn 
babies?” Then, turning towards the jail, Spitz 
yelled through a bullhorn to Salvi: “We are here to 
support you. We love you. Thank you.” 

“Regardless of how we personally feel about 
abortion,” Bruce told the B.A.R., “it’s important to 
realize that this isn’t about abortion or who we 
sleep with. It’s about control of another individ¬ 
ual...” 

Before he was extradited to Massachusetts, 
Salvi wrote what was described as a “rambling” 
six-page letter. What the press quoted from that 
letter was Salvi’s wish to be executed if found 
guilty or to become a Catholic priest if found inno¬ 
cent of the Brookline killings. What was not wide¬ 
ly reported - though the Associated Press reprinted 
the whole letter - was Salvi’s belief that “there is a 
movement in society to destroy the Catholic 
Church,” and that the Church is a government that 
should print its own currency. 

The most bizarre portion of the letter was left 
out. Apparently Salvi thought he was being poi¬ 
soned by Virginia prison officials. In his letter, 
dated Jan. 4, AP quoted him as saying that he had 
not eaten in four days because his food had been 
tampered with. He cited one instance where he was 
fed bacon, eggs, and grits. ‘The grits appeared to 
have semen in them or commonly called cum. I ate 
the grits anyway. However it turned my stomach 
and I began to get sick.” A doctor was called, but 
Salvi was found healthy enough to be sent back to 
Massachusetts to face trial for murder. T

current hate crime laws. 

• Adequate funding for hate crime statistics gathering 
became effective as urgency legislation last September 
30. 

• The California Schools Hate Violence Reduction Act 
of 1995, sponsored by Assemblywoman Barbara Lee (D- 
Oakland), requires the State Board of Education to adopt 
guidelines to prevent and respond to hate violence and to 
incorporate human relations education into existing cur¬ 
ricula. 

• The Workplace Violence Safety Act would allow an 
employer to obtain court orders preventing workplace 
violence or “credible threats of violence” against an 
employee. 

• It is now a criminal misdemeanor for a person to 
look through a hole into a bathroom with the intent to 
invade the privacy of persons. 

• In sex offense prosecutions, evidence that the victim 
suggested, requested, or communicated to the defendant 
that defendant use a condom or other birth control device 
is not legally sufficient to constitute consent. 

• Spousal rape is now a crime, and current or previous 
marital status is not sufficient to constitute consent if 
consent is at issue. 

• The criminal penalties for Domestic Violence have 
increased. 

• Termination of a criminal act for failure of a com¬ 
plaining witness who has been personally subpoenaed to 
appear is not a bar to any other prosecution for the same 
offense where it is a misdemeanor charging an offense 
based on an act of domestic violence. 


HIV and Healthcare 

• Upon a probable cause finding, a victim of a sex 
offense may request a court to issue a search warrant for 
HIV testing of a defendant where a police report alleges 
the commission of a separate uncharged sex offense. 

• With or without consent of a patient, a healthcare 
provider may - subject to prescribed procedures - per¬ 
form HIV testing. And a person who experienced signif¬ 
icant exposure to that person’s blood would be autho¬ 
rized to be informed of that patient’s HIV status. While 
exempting a healthcare provider from civil or criminal 
liability for such testing or disclosure, this new law 
allows criminal liability for a provider who does not 
comply with the prescribed procedures and such action 
results in harm to the source patient. 

• Effective June 30, 1994, prosecutors or prosecutors’ 
victim-witness assistance bureaus were required to refer 
victims of certain sex offenses, for which the defendant 
has been required to submit to AIDS testing, to the local 
health officer for counseling and that officer is required 
to inform the victim, upon request of the AIDS test 
results. 

• It is now a civil tort for any person to “prevent 
ingress or egress to or from” a healthcare facility “or to 
disrupt normal functioning” of that facility. Persons 
doing so may be civilly sued. 

• Healthcare providers are not subject to criminal 
prosecution, civil liability, discipline for unprofessional 
conduct or other sanctions, when they honor requests to 
forego resuscitative measures. Also, a provider may 
assume that a request is valid. 

• Employers are now required to extend an employ¬ 
ee’s healthcare coverage to former employees and their 
spouses if the employee is over 60 years of age on the 
date employment ends and that employee was employed 


for at least five years. The new law, which follows 
already existing federal law, also requires the employer 
to provide an employee notice and free choice of this 
extended coverage. 


Gender Issues and Others 

• It is now illegal for an employer to refuse to allow an 
employee to wear pants on account of gender. 

• Beginning June 1, 1995, gender-based pricing by 
cosmetologists and barbers is prohibited. 

• Sexual, harassment that “occurs as part of a profes¬ 
sional relationship” could be the basis for a civil lawsuit. 
Examples of professional relationships covered include 
physician, psychotherapist, dentist-patient; landlord or 
property manager-tenant; teacher-student; and attorney, 
family or child counselor-client. 

• Mailing of ballot pamphlets to voters must begin not 
less than 40 days before an election. 

• Incarcerated individuals may now be prosecuted for 
stalking where they make a credible threat with the intent 
of placing another in fear for his or her safety, or the safe¬ 
ty of his or her immediate family. 

• A new formula has been established for determining 
child support obligations. 

• Immigration consultants must display a statement to 
clients that they are not an attorney. Violators of this 
requirement are subject to civil penalties and criminal 
prosecution. 

• A bidder or contractor convicted of employing an 
undocumented immigrant in the last five years would be 
ineligible to bid or receive a public works or purchase 
contract. 

• A new public holiday, Cesar Chavez Day, is estab¬ 
lished on March 31. ▼

“The discrimination 

Congress was concerned about 
when it enacted Title VII is one 
stemming from an imbalance of 
power and an abuse of that 
imbalance by the powerful 
which results in discrimination 
against a discrete and vulnerable 
group,” the Illinois court ruled 
in the earlier same-gender 
harassment case. 

The Illinois court said that 
the alleged victim could not 
have “worked in an environment 
that treated males as inferior,” 
because the alleged harasser 
was also a man. The alleged vic¬ 
tim “may have been harassed 
‘because’ he is a male, but that 
harassment was not of a kind 
which created an anti-male envi¬ 
ronment in the workplace,” the 
judge wrote. 

Yet other courts, including 
two in Illinois, have ruled that 
same-gender harassment is cov¬ 
ered under federal laws pro¬ 
hibiting gender discrimination.

Backers of the winning 
theme felt that it was an inclu¬ 
sive title that “really does 
include everybody and a world 
which represents the best think¬ 
ing of Mohandas Gandhi and 
Martin Luther King Jr.,” 
Avicolli Mecca said.

Avicolli Mecca said the 
theme was obviously - and 
appropriately - “very political,” 
and placed the gay/lesbian 
movement “in solidarity with all 
of the international struggles. 
It’s really a perfect slogan for 
1995.” He said it was necessary 
for the queer community to 
make a statement in the face of 
“another rising wave of conser¬ 
vatism. We are dealing with a 
lot of really scary stuff right 
now,” he said. 

Eloise Magenheim, chair of 
the Social Action Committee 
of Congregation Sha’ar Zahav 
(a progressive Reform syna¬ 
gogue with a special outreach 
to the gay/lesbian bisexual 
community), also backed the 
“World Without Borders” 
theme. “Borders only divide,” 
she told the B.A.R. “It’s time 
for us to come together and 
unite.” Calling the theme “a 
great statement,” she ventured 
that “San Francisco sets the 
trend - sets the agenda - and 
we won’t stand idly by while 
this scapegoating is going on 
around us.” ▼ 


said they were disappointed in 
the Maryland ruling, and they 
questioned the judge’s reasoning. 

“This area of the law is con¬ 
cerned with abuses of power,” 
said Patricia Logue, managing 
attorney for Lambda Legal 
Defense and Education Fund’s 
Chicago office. “This case 
involves a supervisor and some¬ 
one he supervises.” 

“If the facts prove that sexual 
harassment has occurred - that a 
person in a position of power 
harassed someone - then the 
sexual orientation and gender of 
the people involved should be 
irrelevant,” said Robin Kane, 
director of public information 
for the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force. 

Kane said Harvey’s ruling 
makes it even more unclear 
what U.S. law on same-gender 
harassment really is. 

“Clearly, the law on this 
needs to become more uniform 
around the country,” she said. 
“There needs to be some consis¬ 
tency so that employees - 
whether gay or straight - know 
what their rights are and how the 
law applies to them.” 


Hopkins has said he will 
appeal the case. Logue said that 
the Maryland case is not a good 
one to go to a federal appeals 
court because Hopkins does not 
have a clear-cut case of harass¬ 
ment. 

Judge Harvey himself noted 
that in his ruling, rejecting 
Hopkins’ assertion that he was 
dismissed from the company for 
pursuing his sexual harassment 


claims and questioning whether 
Hopkins had enough evidence 
to make any type of sexual 
harassment claim. 

Harvey also said that 
Swadow “was crude, insensitive 
and offensive to all of his 
employees” and that he had 
once allegedly sexually 
harassed a female employee. 
That employee had filed an 
internal company complaint 


against Swadow. 

Hopkins had claimed that, 
among other things, Swadow 
made repeated sexual innuen¬ 
does toward Hopkins and once 
shined a magnifying lens on 
Hopkins’ crotch, asking “Where 
is it?” The company itself had 
investigated Hopkins’ claims 
and said that there was not 
enough evidence to show that 
sexual harassment took place. T

Scott Taylor Hampton 

1954-1994 



Local performance artist and video star Scott Taylor Hampton died in San 
Francisco December 22nd due to complications from AIDS. Born in the 
Midwest in 1954, but raised in Southern California he evolved into a preco¬ 
cious child who played musical instruments and staged neighborhood plays 
with himself as star. When his career ambitions reached beyond the backyard 
he made the short migration to Los 
Angeles in his late teens where he excelled 
as artist and puppeteer. But it was his phe¬ 
nomenal good looks and massive endow¬ 
ment where it most counts in a man that 
led him to his ultimate fame as a porn 
star, beginning with the film “Roughcut” 
in 1977. Among his other films were “The 
Boys of Venice,” “My Masters" and 
“Cutting Edge,” released last year. But his 
demand for total creative control over his 
films made him anathema to the porn fac¬ 
tories who wanted only passive drones to 
crank out their endless product. 
Consequently, others with less talent 
became bigger stars than he, but the hand¬ 
ful of films Taylor left behind may yet be 
the only ones history has much interest in 
fifty years hence for they bare the stamp 
of his originality. Taylor was a prolific 
writer, a talented sculptor, dancer and 
musician but he was forever overshadowed and ultimately overwhelmed by his 
sexual persona. He reached his creative apogee as a Performance Artist in the 
1980’s when he was able to bring together his diverse talents in electrifying 
stage exhibitions of such high sexual energy that his audiences would some¬ 
times flee in terror in mid-performance. Anyone who ever witnessed Scott 
Taylor at his high-voltage best on stage has truly experienced the power of 
“theatre." However, the iconoclastic rage that fueled his antics on-stage served 
Taylor poorly off, and he alienated legions of people who tried to aid his 
career. His personal confrontations are legend. Taylor spent much of his rest¬ 
less life in travel, but with clocklike regularity would return to The City 
and its single-occupancy hotels.

Michael S. Valerio 

March 23, 1954 - January 5, 1995 

Michael S. Valerio, creator and former executive producer of the Folsom Street Fair, died in 
San Francisco at the age of 40 on January 5, 1995. At his side was his sister, Victoria Plaine. 

Guided by the belief that the world only loves an original, Michael created the Fair in 1984, 
a non-profit event that has raised thousands of dollars for charity. The fair was nominated sev¬ 
eral times by the Cable Car Award board, having received 
the Outstanding Event by the Men’s Community award in 
1986. In 1990 Michael helped form South of Market 
Merchants and Individual Lifestyle Events (SMMILE), a 
non-profit organization that went on to receive the Cable 
Car Outstanding Community Event award for their efforts 
on the Folsom Street Fair in 1992. 

Michael was an advisor to several Mr. San Francisco 
Leather contest committees, judged Bare Chest contests and 
was the first winner of the Mr. Financial District award in 
1984. 

The South of Market area was Michael’s home for the 
last several years of his life. It was also the place where he 
played and worked, hard. He was the assistant director at 
Tenants and Owners Development Corporation (TODCO) 

(1975 - 85), where he supervised property development 
and the management of low-income housing in the Yerba 
Buena Garden project area. He was also the publisher of the 
‘Southern Oracle’, (1988-89), a South of Market newspaper. 

Producing events was Michael’s passion. He was the operations and marketing manager for 
the San Francisco Fair (1991 and 1992) and the producer of the kick-off event at the Sheraton 
Palace Hotel for the 1984 Democratic Convention. 

Michael is survived by his sister Victoria and her husband Boyd Plaine, nieces, nephew, 
grand nieces and nephew. Michael will be remembered by many friends (“extended” family 
members) and business associates. He was preceded in death by his brother Tom Valerio and 
parents, Thomas and Francis Valerio.

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that when I did so they 
became just as jealous as I’d 
been of their extracurricular 
activity. This tipped me off to 
the fact that the issue was 
more complex than simply 
casting off patriarchal, hetero¬ 
sexist conditioning, as they’d 
claimed. After all, lesbians, as 
a group far more interested in 
throwing off patriarchal 
shackles, are as notoriously 
monogamous as gay men are 
promiscuous. 

This fact, if fact it be, isn’t 
well-documented for the sim¬ 
ple reason that hardly anyone 
is researching lesbian sexual 
behavior. Yet it is widely 
believed, as is evidenced by 
the old joke “What does a les¬ 
bian bring on the second 
date?” (Answer 1: “Her tooth¬ 
brush.” Answer 2: “ A moving 
van.” Answer 3: “Her moth¬ 
er.”) If it is true it would sug¬ 
gest to me that gay men and 
lesbian women simply reflect 
mainstream gender socializa¬ 
tion. Thus, in a society where 
men are encouraged to be 
promiscuous and women 
monogamous, it’s only natur¬ 
al that relationships contain¬ 
ing two men are more likely 
to be “open” while those 
embracing two women are 
more likely to be “closed.” 

Principled Promiscuity 

Another complicating fac¬ 
tor is figuring out just what 


people mean when they claim 
“monogamy.” My partner and 
I were dumbfounded when a 
young, vivacious bisexual 
friend of ours cheerfully 
described herself as being a 
“serial monogamist.” This 
phrase refers to the practice of 
having only one sexual rela¬ 
tionship at a time, without any 
extramural activity for its 
duration, and we had no trou¬ 
ble recalling at least a half- 
dozen lapses on her part in the 
past few months. 

“Oh, those don’t count. 
They were just one-night 
stands,” she countered. But 
you can see how such idio¬ 
syncratic definitions compli¬ 
cate matters. One person’s 
monogamy is another’s 
promiscuity, and it’s amazing 
how much furor such seman¬ 
tic differences can arouse 
when they’re uncovered. 

In response to this interest¬ 
ing redefinition, I coined the 
phrase “cereal monogamy,” 
which refers to a couple that 
faces each other over bowls of 
cereal every morning (or latte 
and yogurt, depending on the 
lifestyles involved), regard¬ 
less of where, or with whom, 
they spent the previous night. 
The unspoken contract is that 
the relationship takes priority 
over all other liaisons, and 
that little lapses and wander¬ 
ings are tolerated as long as 
they don’t threaten the status 
quo. 

The most successful open 
relationships, so far as I can 
discern from the murky data, 
are those that adhere to what I 
call “the principle of least 
obtrusiveness.” People will 
tolerate a fair amount of wan¬ 
dering by their partners as 
long as their face isn’t rubbed 
in it; what’s out of sight is 
easier to keep out of your 
mind. Thus the heterosexual 
men who get serviced by 
other men at “rest stops” on 
the highways cause their 
wives little distress, because 
the spouses never even sus¬ 
pect what’s going on. 

Such “deviant” behavior is, 
in fact, easier to tolerate than 
having hubby come home late 
smelling of cheap perfume 
and smeared with another 
woman’s lipstick. This is 
obtrusive; it allows the 
“cheated” partner no opportu¬ 
nity to avoid the issue, which 
they might prefer. Attempts to 
accomplish “in-your-face” 
promiscuity generally fail to 
clear this barrier. 

Sanctioned Sin 

One common, if mistaken, 
approach for gay men seeking 
to “open” their relationship is 
to go out together to find 
occasional, temporarily third 
partners. This is rarely satis¬ 
fying for all the involved par¬ 
ties. The “third man” often 
feels marginalized by the cou¬ 
ple, or the attraction is not 
quite mutual and one partici¬ 
pant becomes the “odd man 
out.” Very few couples are so 
secure that they can enjoy 
watching their partner enjoy 
sex with someone else (which 
isn’t to deny that some people 
find this the ultimate turn-on). 

More often than not, 
everyone involved feels at 
least slightly awkward at 


Cereal Monogamy

recent survey reports 
that only five percent 
of the men in gay 
couples are “faith¬ 
ful” to their partners. This 
stands in stark contrast to the 
latest major poll on the sex 
habits of the heterosexual 
population, which claimed 
that the vast majority of mar¬ 
ried people were strictly 
monogamous. Of course, the 
same poll said that a majority 
of teenage boys never mastur¬ 
bate, so some people have 
questioned its validity. But no 
one feels compelled to chal¬ 
lenge the assumption that gay 
men are hopeless sluts. 

Although I lack the temeri¬ 
ty to entirely dismiss such a 
universally acknowledged 
truth, I have always felt that it 
is somewhat overstated. For 
one thing, it is almost impos¬ 
sible to get a fair sample of 
the “gay community,” a factor 
that makes hash of most 
attempts to survey us. For 
another, hardly anyone, gay or 
straight, tells the truth, the 
whole truth and nothing but 
the truth to a sex researcher. 
The subject is so embarrass¬ 
ing that most people just tell 
the interviewer whatever they 
think he or she wants - or 
expects - to hear. Thus 
straights claim strict 
monogamy and gays 


acknowledge significant 
promiscuity. 

For years I was a closet 
monogamist, uncomfortable 
with promiscuity and, had I 
but known it then, destined 
for nesting with a single 
Significant Other. (Not every¬ 
one is, and I no longer accept 
moral judgments on either the 
monogamous or promiscu¬ 
ous; it’s just important to 
know which one you are.) But 
expressing such desire was 
taboo in the gay community 
when I first came out, not 
quite two decades ago. The 
advent of AIDS since then has 
sparked a much-hyped “flight 
to monogamy” that I find as 
phony and irritating as the 


sexual-revolutionary rhetoric 
of yesteryear which demand¬ 
ed promiscuity. 

And demand it did. My 
first two boyfriends, far from 
being apologetic for their 
hyperactive whoring around, 
were quite strident in 
denouncing me for my politi¬ 
cal incorrectness in protesting 
their promiscuity. The proper 
solution for my jealousy, they 
explained, was for me to go 
out cruising on my own. 

So I learned how to cruise, 
as they suggested, only to find 
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best. A friend of mine who 
frequents the baths (for 
despite the crusade of St. 
Randy, there’s no shortage of 
them in the Bay Area) report¬ 
ed the wanderings of one 
such couple at a local estab¬ 
lishment. They were shop¬ 
ping for a third, but couldn’t 
agree on anyone available. 
When one partner liked 
somebody, the other invari¬ 
ably vetoed the choice with 
rather too obviously 
expressed contempt. Not only 
did they go home unhappy, 
but their persnickety attitude 
pissed off everyone they 
encountered. 

Arrangements that mini¬ 
mize the impact of promis¬ 
cuity tend to come off far 
more smoothly. This is why 
“cheating” - screwing 
around secretly - is so popu¬ 
lar. If anything, there is a 
prejudice against being hon¬ 
est about having an open 
relationship. The same bath¬ 
going friend mentioned 
above is frequently asked - 
only after the completion of 
the sexual act - whether or 
not he has a boyfriend. 
When he answers yes, 
they’re not at all surprised. 
But when they slyly ask if 
his partner knows where he 
is that night, they’re univer¬ 
sally shocked and horrified 
when he again answers, 
“Yes.” 

The distinct impression I 
get is that they’re happy to 
participate in “cheating” but 
are turned off by the possibil¬ 
ity that my friend is being 
honest with his partner. Is it 
that “forbidden fruit” (no pun 
intended) is tastier than sanc¬ 
tioned sin? 

A couple of weeks ago, I 
overhead a heterosexual quar¬ 
tet discussing monogamy at a 
table next to mine in a restau¬ 
rant. One guy claimed that 
living with women sets off a 
subtle hormonal change in 
their male partners, just at two 
women living together often 
find that their menstrual pat¬ 
terns go into synch. 

“Other women can sublim- 
inally scent that a man is 
already living with a woman, 
and are turned off by the sub¬ 
consciously recognized fact,” 
he maintained. 

I don’t have any trouble 
believing that these subtle 
hormonal changes take place, 
but I question whether all 
women are in fact “turned 
off’ by the supposed scent of 
monogamy. It seems to me 
equally likely that some 
women find this ostensibly 
deterrent odor an irresistible 
aphrodisiac. 

Alas, really accurate sex 
research, whether hetero or 
homo, is simply not possi¬ 
ble under contemporary 
conditions - and things are 
likely to get worse before 
they get better. Maybe 
that’s for the best; the sim¬ 
plest fact about sex in gen¬ 
eral and monogamy in par¬ 
ticular is that the vast 
majority of the population 
prefers blissful ignorance 
and a display of dutiful 
adherence to the standard 
morals over excessive expo¬ 
sure to the messy, compli¬ 
cated facts of life. T 
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Over-the-Counter Acyclovir: 

Is it a Prescription for Disaster?

On Thursday, January 12, the 
FDA will hold the second joint 
meeting of the Antiviral Drug 
and Non-prescription Drug 
Advisory Committees. The 
committees, which last met on 
May 19, 1994, will again be 
soliciting testimony from health 
professionals and the communi¬ 
ty regarding Burroughs 
Wellcome Inc.’s supplemental 
application to make acyclovir 
(also known as Zovirax) an 
over-the-counter medication for 
recurrent genital herpes. 

At first glance one might 
think that this was a fine idea 
that would well serve the needs 
of people living with 
HIV/AIDS. After all, what 
could be more lovely than to 
simply toss your package of her¬ 
pes medication into your shop¬ 
ping cart along with your tooth¬ 
paste, shaving cream, and tam¬ 
pons? However, one need not 
dig very deep to uncover the 
true dangers and big money pol¬ 
iticking behind this proposal. 

At $1.34 billion in projected 
1994 sales, acyclovir accounts 
for a whopping 37.2 percent of 
Burroughs’ total annual sales. 
So when ACT UP/Golden Gate 
sent two activists to the FDA 
last May to testify against taking 
acyclovir over-the-counter 
(OTC), you can bet that shock 
waves reverberated from their 
offices in the United Kingdom 
to their headquarters in 
Research Triangle. North 
Carolina. In fact, the company 
was so caught off guard by this 
community opposition that it 
scrambled to locate a patient 
(albeit HIV-negative) to be 
added to the public testimony 
roster to speak in favor of acy¬ 
clovir OTC. (Their efforts 
seemed almost comically trans¬ 
parent when that patient thanked 
Burroughs for flying her to 
Washington and paying for her 
hotel and expenses.) What was¬ 
n’t so comical was the obvious 
lack of presentation from the 
hundreds of national and local 
AIDS organizations, many of 
which are receiving funding 
from Burroughs Wellcome. 
ACT UP/Golden Gate submit¬ 
ted for public record, with its 
testimony in opposition of OTC, 
a ten-page Burroughs Wellcome 
list that included this silent 
majority of grant recipients. 

OTC = Cash ’ll’ Carry 

At present, acyclovir is avail¬ 
able by prescription only in 200 
mg. capsules or 800 mg. tablets. 
It is approved for use against 
herpes, and physicians caring 
for HIV patients commonly use 
it for this purpose - for example, 
to treat shingles, a relatively 
common complication of HIV 
disease. Although acyclovir is 
not approved as an anti-HIV 
drug, a number of studies have 
shown that people taking anti¬ 
retrovirals, like AZT, who add 
acyclovir to their regimen live 
longer than those who do not 
take acyclovir. It is estimated 
that upward of 80 percent of 
people with HIV use this drug to 
supplement their therapy. Until 
now, these people have been 
able to have their insurance 
companies pay for acyclovir - 
an expensive but generally non¬ 
toxic drug that may well be 


helping them stay alive. But if it 
goes over-the-counter, that will 
change. After all, insurers don’t 
pay for your toothpaste, tam¬ 
pons, or aspirin. 

Despite the clear financial 
hardship that OTC would place 
upon people with HIV, the FDA 
advisory committees are not 
allowed to consider cost in mak¬ 
ing their recommendation. The 
bigger issue from a regulatory 
perspective, according to Dr. 
David Fiegal, FDA Director of 
the Division of Antiviral Drug 
Products, is, “if this application 
is approved, acyclovir would be 
the first systematically adminis¬ 
tered antimicrobial agent avail¬ 
able over the counter in the 
United States. And, secondly, if 
approved, it would be the first 
over-the-counter product for the 
treatment of a sexually transmit¬ 
ted disease.” 

Therefore the committees 
must venture into uncharted 
seas while carefully weighing 
risk versus benefit for an indi¬ 
vidual and for the whole com¬ 
munity. Fortunately for people 
with HIV/AIDS, last year’s first 
round of testimony generated 
overwhelming support from 
health professional societies, for 
ACT UP/Golden Gate’s position 
opposing OTC: Infectious 
Diseases Society of America, 
Infectious Diseases Society for 
Obstetrics & Gynecology, 
American Academy ' of 
Dermatology, National 

Women’s Health Network, and 
American Society of Hospital 
Pharmacists were among those 
opposing OTC. Although no 
other HIV/AIDS community 
based organization spoke 
against OTC (and the National 
Association of People With 
AIDS, a B-W grant recipient, 
spoke in favor of OTC), most of 
the cost, social, clinical, and epi¬ 
demiological concerns 

expressed by ACT UP/Golden 
Gate were reiterated by experts 
in the field. 

Representing the Centers for 
Disease Control, Dr. Philip 
Pellet, Chief of the Herpes Virus 
Section, emphatically spoke 
against acyclovir OTC and 
expressed concerns that “misdi¬ 
agnosis of other sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases as genital herpes 
infections may lead to both 
inappropriate use of acyclovir 
and delay or absence of appro¬ 
priate therapy.” Other experts 
also echoed the activist concern 
that patient-physician relation¬ 
ships would he weakened if 
OTC were approved. These are 
real dangers at a time when sex¬ 
ually transmitted diseases are on 
the rise and many youths show 
up at clinics with two or three 
STDs at once. Contact with a 
doctor is often the key to screen¬ 
ing for infectious diseases such 
as HIV. 

While Burroughs Wellcome 
insists that acyclovir OTC 
would come complete with a 
label recommending that 
patients consult their doctor 
before use, the company is 
simultaneously claiming that 
OTC’s greatest advantage is 
eliminating the cost and delay 
associated with doctor’s visits. 

“Easier access will help to 
encourage prompt treatment,” 
says Dr. Gray Davis of 
Burroughs Wellcome. But the 
company ignores the fact that 
most doctors give prescriptions 
allowing multiple refills to 


patients who have recurrent her¬ 
pes outbreaks. The first diagnos¬ 
tic visit, and its costs, won’t 
change under the company’s 
OTC plan. After that the 
patient’s cost will go up, since 
they’ll be paying for the drug 
themselves. And in the last 
seven years Burroughs has 
increased the wholesale price of 
acyclovir by over 50 percent - 
more than making up for its 
vaunted AZT price cuts. 

At current prices, a standard 
daily dose of acyclovir as chron¬ 
ic suppressive therapy (for an 
HIV-negative patient) costs 
approximately $140. Many peo¬ 
ple with HIV, counting on reim¬ 
bursement, are spending 
upwards of $500 per month, tak¬ 
ing four times the standard 
dosage. (Doses off up to 800 


mm. four times a day gained 
popularity during a time when 
several experimental studies 
were comparing different higher 
doses.) Despite two years of 
negotiations, ACT UP/Golden 
Gate has been unable to secure a 
reasonable annual per patient 
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price cap from the company. 
Negotiating a fair price for acy¬ 
clovir as an OTC drug would 
seem just as unlikely an 
achievement. Burroughs is mak¬ 
ing every effort to squeeze the 
last of the big bucks out of acy-

other charges. Police justified the action 
as the closure of an illegal nightclub, 
alleging that admission was being 
charged, that alcohol was being served on 
the premises, and that one minor was 
picked up for public drunkenness at the 
event. 

Attorney Nanci Clarence of the firm 
Steel, Clarence, and Buckley, told the 
B.A.R. that three attorneys and two para¬ 
legals in the firm have interviewed wit¬ 
nesses, and despite police claims, there is 
little question that the event was a private 
party. 

Although the event was privately 
sponsored, all donations received were 
earmarked for Visual AID, a group that 
supports professional artists with AIDS, 
according to organizer Terence Alan, who 
lives at the 938 Harrison Street ware¬ 
house site. 

Clarence said that attendees wanted to 
support a worthy cause - she likened the 
event to a countercultural version of an 
old fashioned charity bake sale - and said 
police overreacted to the situation. And 
now, she said, “They know they made a 
mistake. They know that alcohol wasn’t 


City Attorney Louise Renne 
confirmed that she’s keeping an 
eye on the legal mess stemming 
from the New Year’s police raid at 
938 Harrison Street, but what she 
can’t say is that she’s probably try¬ 
ing to keep a hand on the city’s 
wallet at the same time. 

“I just can’t comment. Of 
course. I’m keeping an eye on it. 
Oh, for the day they have tele¬ 
phones that will show facial 
expressions,” Renne told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Renne was responding to the 
possibility of a class action lawsuit 
against the city because of the raid, 
and to revelations that Southern 
Station Sergeant John Haggett, the 
reporting officer at the scene, has 
in the past received two 90-day 
police misconduct suspensions - 
the toughest discipline the 
Commission can mete out short of 
outright termination - and has been 
the subject of at least 17 OCC 
complaints and at least three out- 
of-court settlements. 

Haggett, according to attorney 
Nanci Clarence, was suspended in 


being served. 

“But,” she said, “they have to try to 
justify the outrageous rampage.” 

A Partygoer’s Version 

Among those charged in the raid is 
Joey Cain, a member of Nomenus, the 
trust for the preservation of the Radical 
Faerie Sanctuary at Wolf Creek, 
Oregon, and the Bound Together 
Bookstore collective. He told the B.A.R. 
that he believes he was targeted for 
arrest by the police, who entered the 
premises and ordered the party to close 
at about 4 a.m., because he demanded to 
know why they weren’t properly dis¬ 
playing their badges or identifying 
themselves. 

“I was standing in the coat check line 
as police were coming in. I noticed that 
none had badges displayed,” he said. 

Cain said that when he demanded to 
know why the officers weren’t wearing 
badges, one of the men pointed to the 
area of his own crotch and said that’s 
where his badge was. 

“I got on my knees in front of him to 
look at his badge,” Cain told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “I still couldn’t see it.” 

Cain said that as he began yelling at 
people in the coat check line inside the 
building to remember the officer’s faces 


1988 for pistol-whipping a minor 
on the right side of the face twice 
without cause while making an 
arrest. “He’s had long and illustri¬ 
ous career as a bigot and abusive 
cop,” she said. 

According to American Civil 
Liberties Union Police Practices 
Project director attorney John 
Crew, Haggett had also been the 
subject of a sustained complaint by 
the Office of Citizen’s Complaints 
for allegedly retaliating against a 
citizen. In that April 1992 incident, 
a Bayview Hunters Point commu¬ 
nity activist confronted Haggett, 
who had pulled over two African- 
American youths, and after the 
confrontation the officer followed 
the woman in his police vehicle as 
she drove off. The woman immedi¬ 
ately drove to Potrero Police 
Station and complained about the 
incident to the OCC. 

The OCC sustained the com¬ 
plaint, but Chief of Police Anthony 
Ribera - after doing nothing for a 
year - merely counseled the offi¬ 
cer, Crew said. T

and demanded to know why they would 
not identify themselves, he suddenly 
found himself on the ground. 

“Three or four cops got me down on 
the floor. They carried me ten feet away 
from where the line was. I yelled I’m not 
resisting arrest, I kept shouting and they 
kept saying shut up, shut up and I would¬ 
n’t shut up,” Cain said. 

At that point, Cain declared that “an 
officer from either the left side or behind 
me put his hand around my throat and 
squeezed my neck and my throat until I 
passed out.” 

Cain said he will join in the class 
action lawsuit that attorneys expect to file 
against the SFPD. 

Cain believes that he only passed out 
for a few seconds, and when he came to 
and once again demanded to know why 
the officers weren’t identifying them¬ 
selves, officers came from the outside and 
moved him from the building to the back 
of a police vehicle where “again an offi¬ 
cer put his hand around my throat and 
squeezed.” 

Cain says that the doors of the police 
van were opened and that an officer 
pushed him in the back and he fell for¬ 
ward onto his chin, gashing it as he got in 
the van. 

Cain told the Bay Area Reporter that 
he’s still missing $45 in cash that he says 
police took from his pockets during his 
arrest. 

“It has completely disappeared. They 
have no record of it or anything,” Cain 
said. 

Cain was charged with felony posses¬ 
sion of narcotics and possession of 
hashish, but those charges were dropped. 

“We’ve heard from a lot of witnesses 
who are consistent in their reporting. 
People were trying to leave in an orderly 
fashion,” Clarence said.

clovir before the drug goes off patent in 
1997, opening the floodgates to generic 
brand competition. Securing the first 
position out of the gate, with OTC, is the 
most critical component .to attaining 
brand recognition before patent protec¬ 
tion expires. This year’s $1.34 billion 
could easily be dwarfed by OTC sales fig¬ 
ures. 

Experts worry that strains of herpes 
that are resistant to acyclovir could be 
encouraged by taking the drug off pre¬ 
scription. Dr. Clyde Crumpacker of 
Harvard Medical School has called acy¬ 
clovir-resistant herpes “a significant 
problem in immunocompromised 
patients,” and it is estimated that ten per¬ 
cent of people with AIDS suffer from 
painful and debilitating acyclovir resis¬ 
tant herpes. At present there is no avail¬ 
able effective treatment for these patients 
it is well known that improper use of a 
drug - taking less than the prescribed 
dose, for example, or stopping treatment 
early - helps promote resistant strains. 


The increased expense of OTC acyclovir 
is almost guaranteed to lead to just this 
sort of reduced or intermittent dosing, 
which has led to resistant strains of tuber¬ 
culosis and other diseases. Price, access, 
and epidemiology simply cannot be treat¬ 
ed separately. 

Doc Eat Doc Hearings 

To be fair, we should remember that 
groups like the American Medical 
Association aren’t totally impartial. 
Doctors want to preserve their primary 
role in treating patients, as well as their 
income. Taking drugs OTC could be a 
threat to both. 

So, as patients, who are we to believe 
is acting in our best interest? You can 
imagine the surprise of ACT UP/Golden 
Gate’s two speakers when they arrived at 
the FDA hearing last May, only to find 
that Marcus Conant was at the top of the 
agenda as a Burroughs Wellcome repre¬ 
sentative, speaking in favor of OTC! 

The San Francisco AIDS doctor with 
one of the nation’s larger HIV practices 
was speaking as a dermatologist about the 
merits of OTC for HIV-negative patients, 
while the American Academy of 


Dermatology’s president Dr. Peyton 
Weary presented ten slides showing how 
other diseases ranging from impetigo to 
pyoderma can easily mimic herpes, prov¬ 
ing the dangers of self-diagnosis and 
treatment. 

Conant responded to questions about 
acyclovir resistance in HIV-positive 
patients by saying, “as you know, other 
drugs are coming along. Valacyclovir, 
which will get much higher blood levels, 
should be available in the next couple 
years. If the patient is truly resistant, you 
go to intravenous foscamet,” yet we, as 
treatment activists, know that 
Valacyclovir will be completely ineffec¬ 
tive for patients whose herpes is resistant 
to treatment with acyclovir. Cross-resis¬ 
tance is assured because both drugs rely 
upon the same mechanism for activation. 
And does foscarnet than become the 
“economical” $30,000 per patient per 
year outcome of making acyclovir an 
OTC drug and breeding resistance? 

The playing field has been muddied. 
People with HIV are no longer players, 
but have become the ball that is tossed 
and kicked around in the best interest of 
this or that industry or industrialist. 
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The Police Version 

According to the police report filed by 
Sergeant John Haggett, police arrived 
after receiving a complaint that an illegal 
party was being held at the premises, and 
after an investigation ordered it closed. 

According to Haggett’s report, the 
crowd was complying with the order to 
vacate the premises “until Cain started to 
scream and yell.” 

The report said “Cain stated fuck the 
police, we don’t have to leave, let’s stick 
together” and that “Cain continued to 
state that he was not leaving.” 

“The crowd then started to chant and 
support Cain. ABC Agent Toomey placed 
Cain under arrest. Cain then threw him¬ 
self on the ground and started to scream 
‘Police brutality, where are your star 
numbers, where are your star numbers, 
they have to show their star numbers,”’ 
the report said. 

Haggett then said, under penalty of 
perjury, that Cain continued to struggle as 
numerous ABC agents attempted to hand¬ 
cuff him. 

Haggett reported that two other people 
were arrested for trying to free Cain from 
the ABC agents. Cain was “hobbled” and 
carried to the wagon. 

A police sergeant searched Cain, 
according to the report, and found sus¬ 
pected hashish and a white pill in his right 
front pants pocket. The items were seized 
as evidence, according to the report. 

Cain called the police version of the 
incident “a complete fabrication.” 

An investigation into the police action, 
including the allegations of police miscon¬ 
duct, will be conducted by the SFPD 
Management Control Division. Formerly 
the Internal Affairs Unit, MCD also inves¬ 
tigates police officers charged with violat¬ 
ing professional standards or criminal con¬ 
duct while members of the police force. 

Clarence told the Bay Area Reporter 
that she believes police acted selectively 
against the 938 Harrison Street site, and 
she slammed the department for evident 
homophobia in referring in their reports 
to alleged sex acts at the party. 

“It’s completely irrelevant to the 
charges,” she said. 

According to organizer Terence Alan, 
the police action at the site was in “direct 
contradiction” of an agreement he had 
with a police permit officer, that the event 
could be held as long as hosts did not 
charge admission or serve alcohol. Alan 
told the B.A.R. he hoped to raise some 
money for Visual AID because his late 
lover was an artist who had received 
financial help from the group while he 
was in the last stages of the disease. 

Arraignments for the remaining defen¬ 
dants arrested at the incident are sched¬ 
uled for Department 15 Municipal Court 
on Tuesday, January 31 at the Hall of 
Justice. 

Those arrested at the event, and their 
supporters, planned to march en masse to 
the Police Commission meeting on 
January 11 and also make a presentation 
before the commission. ▼

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THIS WEEK IN GAY HISTORY 


The Funding of Gay House 


by Mary Ann Swissler 

The U.S. Public Health Service began to 
accept the special needs of homosexual youths 
this week in 1974. 

Two Minneapolis, Minnesota counselors at 
the clergy-sponsored facility called the Gay 
House recieved a $5,000 grant to provide youth. 
Former seminarian John Preston and teen deli- 
quent counselor Jenny Fortier, both lay thera¬ 
pists, were the first ever to recieve such a grant. 
The pioneering therapy was plucked from a pile 
of 2,000 grant applications, according to a 
December 1973 article in The Advocate. 


Once they started on their six-month pro¬ 
ject, Preston and Fortier took the new counsel¬ 
ing services outside the gay community, train¬ 
ing professional counselors at straight youth 
agencies to the needs of gay and lesbian youth. 

It was mere seed money, Preston realized, but 
an important step towards getting the psycholog¬ 
ical community involved in healing the wounds 
left by a lifetime of homophobia. At the time, 
Preston, who was 26, told a gay newspaper, “The 
only way this needed service can survive is if the 
gay community is willing to commit itself with 
more money.” Preston was struck down by 
AIDS-related illness last year, according to a 


counselor from Gay Community Services who 
remembered that when it all began, the project 
was a departure from peer counseling groups. 

He said that much of the community was 
splintering into female and male factions, and 
some homosexuals still saw any therapy as 
supporting the “sickness theory.” Yet impor¬ 
tant issues received greater recognition at Gay 
House and beyond: substance abuse, isolation, 
depression, and low self esteem. 

Fortier, 23 at the time, worked with teen 
deliquents in Minneapolis. She was a psychol¬ 
ogy major at Sonoma State College. “This 
Week” was unable to track down Fortier. ▼

Berkeley Rep's 'Last of the Suns' 

Twilight of the General 


by Chad Jones 

A curious blend of TV sitcom, Chinese 
myth and wrenching family drama, Alice 
Tuan’s Last of the Suns, which is receiving 
its world premiere at the Berkeley Repertory 
Theatre, is a play large in scope, expressive¬ 
ly colorful in style and ultimately unsuc¬ 
cessful in uniting its disparate elements into 
a cohesive whole. 

In its exploration of Asian American 
family dynamics, The Last of the Suns finds 
its most poignant voice. Patriarch General 
Sun (Sab Shimono) is celebrating his 100th 
birthday. His distinguished military career 
in China is long behind him, leaving him to 
face his centenary within the walls of his 
son’s tract home in the Southern California 
suburb of Canoga Park. The General’s son. 
Ho Ping (Alberto Isaac), is an engineer who 
has created his own American dynasty: a 
son, 17-year-old Sonny (Sean San Jose 
Blackman), whose goal in life is to bench 
press his way into adulthood; an estranged 
daughter, 24-year-old Twila (Jacqueline 
Kim), a once-promising figure skater who 
couldn’t handle the pressure her parents 
forced upon her; and a wife, Ni Lee (Jeanne 
Sakata), whose life crashed when her 
daughter deserted her. When Tuan’s script 
focuses on the family dynamics - a mother’s 
refusal to embrace her newly returned 
daughter, an arranged marriage on the verge 
of collapse, cultural differences between 
Chinese-born parents and American-born 
children - the play finds its wings. 

Unfortunately, when the play attempts to 
break the bounds of the ordinary, it lacks the 
grace and the clarity to do so successfully. 
The attempted flights of fancy surround the 
General himself. As the elderly man comes 


to terms with his own mortality, characters 
from his life - his first wife, his preferred 
concubine, his war victims - pay him a visit. 
The General is even visited by figures from 
Chinese mythology, the Monkey King 
(Michael Ordona) and Eight Pig (Kelvin 
Han Yee) and Buddha himself. Ambitious 
and conceptually confusing, Tuan’s 
attempts at lyricism fall flat, and the 
General’s plight never achieves its full dra¬ 
matic potential. 

Under the direction of Phyllis S. K. 
Look, the play’s seven actors deliver excel¬ 
lent performances. Kim, in the dual role of 
prodigal daughter Twila and preferred con¬ 
cubine May Lee, is the dramatic heart of the 
cast, infusing an aching pathos into her con¬ 
frontation with her mother and conjuring a 
captivating seduction of the general with her 
gorgeous singing voice. Blackman’s turn as 
the pumped-up, steroid-addled Sonny gets 
big laughs with his Valley Boy shtick, but 
lets loose with fiery rage where Tuan’s 
script demands it. 

Though Tuan loses her focus in this 
broad, multi-generational portrait, her play 
does find the pain, humor and cruelty of the 
drama commonly referred to as the family. 
This lack of focus diffuses the power of the 
play however valiantly the cast and director 
struggle to make it work. By play’s end the 
lingering impression is not one of emotion¬ 
al truth but rather one of slight disappoint¬ 
ment: an interesting, well-intentioned play 
ends up an imaginative, beautifully pro¬ 
duced bit of dramatic self-indulgence. ▼

Over New Year’s I visited New York and 
had a chance to see McNally’s play and I can 
report that it is worthy of all the praise. 

Directed by Joe Mantello, Love! Valour! 
Compassion! is one of the most moving fami¬ 
ly comedies to come along in a long time. 
Over the course of three summer holiday 
weekends (Memorial Day, Independence Day, 
and Labor Day), seven Manhattanites journey 
to upstate New York to dancer/choreographer 
Gregory Mitchell’s (Stephen Bogardus) coun¬ 
try house. 

Over the course of the play, McNally 
makes a solid statement that families aren’t 
bom but made, and that includes Gregory’s, 
which is composed of his younger blind lover 
Bobby (Justin Kirk); Perry and Arthur, a 
fortysomething couple (Stephen Spinella and 
John Benjamin Hickey); twins John and 
James Jeckyll (both played by John Glover); 
young and horny Ramon (Randy Becker); and 
the irrepressible Buzz Hauser (longtime 
McNally collaborator Nathan Lane). 

The play has everything a gay play should 
have - believable gay characters, witty repar¬ 
tee, love, devotion, and some perfectly tasteful 
nudity. And though there’s little plot to speak 
of, McNally writes movingly on themes that 
have made him a writer of note. 

Testing the ties that bind 

The primary theme is about unconditional 
love, in this case a family of friends who sup¬ 
port and take care of each other. But is uncon¬ 
ditional love possible? McNally explores this 
question by showing how his characters test 
the boundaries of love, whether it’s Arthur 
flirting with sexy Ramon, PWAs Buzz and 
James wondering who will look after their 
emotional and physical needs, or John ponder¬ 
ing the possibility that it’s his own abrasive 
personality and bitterness about life that drive 
potential lovers and friends away. 

In these character explorations McNally 
shines as a writer. He’s populated his play 


with people who are complicated, real, and 
interesting. Each situation reveals the charac¬ 
ters’ personalities and expands the human 
qualities of each. In the wrong hands, this sort 
of emotional exploration can be awfully dull, 
but McNally has a gift for comic flair that 
keeps his audience listening and laughing. 

Of course it helps when you’ve got an 
exceptional cast, like the one I saw. If any 
questions exist about actor Joe Mantello’s 
skill as a director, his work in this play will put 
them to rest. Frankly, Mantello’s work is some 
of the best you’ll find on any stage in America 
today. He crafts each scene not merely for 
itself but as it relates to the larger picture, cre¬ 
ating one stunning moment after another. He 
has also inspired his actors to give glowing 
performances. 

Nathan Lane is hysterical in a part tailor- 
made for his wit and exuberance. John Glover 
is perfectly detestable and pathetic as John 
Jeckyll and completely endearing as the 
charming twin James. Stephen Bogardus, 
known primarily for his sexy young Whizzer 
in Falsettos, is the paternal Gregory, who 
looks as hot as young studs Justin Kirk 
(Bobby) and Randy Becker (Ramon) when he 
appears in the buff. Even John Benjamin 
Hickey and Stephen Spinella (the original 
Prior Walter in Angels In America) are per¬ 
fectly believable as the longtime couple who 
have become, perhaps, a little too comfortable 
in their relationship. (For the Broadway pro¬ 
duction, Spinella will be replaced by Anthony 
Heald.) 

Loy Arcenas’ ingenious set is a lyrical 
wedge shape covered with Astroturf. It serves 
every purpose of the play: interior, exterior 
and, in the back, the lake itself. Brian 
MacDevitt’s lighting is equally good, whether 
he’s creating a hot sunny day or the atmos¬ 
phere of a thunderstorm. Jess Goldstein’s cos¬ 
tumes are transparently perfect. 

McNally and gay theater have come a long 
way with this production. There are no apolo¬ 
gies and no explanations, just a family of lov¬ 
ing human beings surviving in a tough world 
as best as they can. That’s what Love! Valour! 
Compassion! is all about. ▼ 
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Marga Gomez 'Doing the Same Old Shit (Again)!' 


Vintage Gomez...and More

t hose teeth. Those eyes. That face. That 
body. Marga Gomez has the kind of 
striking physical presence that comic 
actresses, from Lucille Ball to Carol 
Burnett to Tracy Ullman, have used to climb to 
the top of the show-biz mountain. 

Gomez’s quick wit and freestyle stand-up 
comedy serve her well, but it’s her acting tal¬ 
ent, along with a willingness to mug it up and 
use silly body language, that sets her apart 
from other comedians. 

In recent years, Gomez has concentrated on 
play-length autobiographical solo pieces, but 
last week she returned to Josie’s with a revival 
medley she called, “Doing the Same Old Shit 
(Again)!” Basically a stand-up routine, the 
show mixed new material with bits of Marga 
from year’s past. Tossed in with the one-liners 
was a good deal of physical ad-libbing. For 
instance, when the black tights she wore under 
her red kilt began to slip, she turned it into an 
impromptu visual gag by twisting her rubbery 
legs every which way while shooting cross¬ 
eyed glances into the balcony. 

Showing off her acting skills, she recreated 
her “Diamond Lady.” Perfectly poised on a 
stool, she becomes a well-meaning society 
matron who flashes expensive jewelry in the 
faces of the homeless people she sees through 
the window of her Mercedes. 

Among the other things she pulled from her 
hefty bag of gags was a dead-on imperson¬ 
ation of Lynn Redgrave’s commercials for 
Weight Watchers, a take on lesbian pom, and 
her classic “I Feel Pretty” send-up. In 
between, she took jabs at Jodie Foster’s star 
turn in Nell, told a story about her recent two- 
line cameo in the upcoming Batman sequel, 
and developed a running gag about being 


included in the B.A.R.’s “50 powerful queers” 
list. All of it was enthusiastically received by 
the capacity crowd. 

Made for TV 

Gomez, it seems, has been on the verge of 
national stardom ever since she started doing 
comedy in 1982. Perhaps it’s her status as an 
openly lesbian performer (which plays only a 
minor part in her act) which has kept her from 
bursting full guns into the Big Time spotlight. 
Ironically, other lesbian (or at least lesbian- 
friendly) comedians on the comedy circuit 
have gotten career breaks that just seem to 
elude Gomez. 

Look at Lea DeLaria. Her career is going 
gangbusters. And then there’s Margaret Cho. 
Her stand-up routines can be side-splitting, but 
she’s stiff and unfunny on her TV sitcom All 
American Girl. Ellen Degeneres has all the 
right moves, but frequently comes off sound¬ 
ing generic - like a female Seinfeld, but with 
less intelligent material. Roseanne has found a 
perfect vehicle for her gifts, but she’s not a 
physical comedian and she doesn’t do charac¬ 
ters. Ditto Brett Butler. 

Gap-toothed, dimpled, zany, fearless and 
hypnotically attractive, Gomez is the real 
thing. She’s perfect for TV, totally telegenic. 
Even when her material isn’t particularly 
funny, or when she’s fumbling for a footing 
between gags, her charisma carries her 
through. It’s impossible not to like her. 

Nevertheless, hopeful signs abound. 
Gomez is working on a screenplay for 
American Playhouse based on her show 
Memory Tricks, and she’s been seen frequent¬ 
ly on VH-1, HBO, and Comedy Central. That 
proverbial Big Break may be just around the 
comer. We can only hope that when it does 
happen, it will be on Marga’s own terms. ▼

Alan Rudolph's Noir Los Angeles 

Revenge and Remembrance

eraldine Chaplin, the 
little star who wasn’t, 
assays a rare leading 
role as Emily, the pro¬ 
tagonist of Alan Rudolph’s 1978 
film, Remember My Name, cur¬ 
rently in revival at the Castro. 

After 12 years in prison for 
murder, Emily sets out to even 
the score with her former hus¬ 
band Neil (Anthony Perkins) 
and his new wife Barbara 
(Berry Berenson). And for 
once, it’s Chaplin - not Perkins 
- who plays the loony tune; 
Emily is the kind of stalker who 
rips up flower beds, stabs 
strangers with pencils, and drop 
kicks her co-worker at the five 
and dime. 

A moody Los Angeles film 
essay, Remember My Name 
was produced by Robert 
Altman. It relies heavily on the 
aesthetic Altman employed in 
The Long Goodbye (1974), on 
which Rudolph served as assis¬ 
tant director. But in retrospect, 
film noir from the ’70s now 
seems almost gentle. Emily 
gets out of prison, finds a job 
right away, rents a small apart¬ 
ment, and manages to make 
some tenuous social connec¬ 
tions even though she’s not fir¬ 
ing on all pistons. No one gets 
blown away, there are no guns, 
and Emily’s emotional hysteria 
seems curiously muted, if not 
downright obtuse. 

Rudolph’s casting is both 
prescient and bizarre. Alfre

Woodard and Jeff Goldblum 
render promising performances 
in small roles, but Anthony 
Perkins, cast as a construction 


worker, must have strained 
credibility even when the film 
was first released. Chaplin does 
a credible job portraying the 
distraught Emily: you end up 
questioning whether she was 
really crazy, or simply crazy 
like a fox. The most certifiable 
hallmark of Emily’s dementia is 
her choice of red stiletto heels - 
with ankle straps - which she 
wears throughout, even at the 
construction sites in pursuit of 
Anthony Perkins. 

One of those “little films” 
from the ’70s avant garde, 
Remember My Name now takes 
on the unforeseen patina of a 
naive and charming paean to a 
lost era. In Rudolph’s Los 
Angeles, stalking is so rare 
there is no law against it, and 
people routinely form friend¬ 
ships without regard to race. 
This is the LA where many of us 
once smoked Winston’s, 
shopped at Joseph Magnin, lis¬ 
tened to Alberta Hunter records, 
and rode motorcycles without 
helmets, just like Emily. 
Nothing was terminal, except 
boredom, and relationships 
came and went. With an unan¬ 
ticipated jolt, Rudolph’s melan¬ 
choly film now recalls a time 
not so long ago, when the 
unknown wasn’t feared and the 
morning after held few conse¬ 
quences. ▼

Getting Along 
Isn’t Easy

an’t we all just get 
■ ™ along?” was an 
unspoken national 
query long before 
Rodney King uttered it four 
years ago. The answer then 
was, as it has always been, 
’‘Just barely.” 

John Singleton’s Higher 
Learning opens - after some 
wicked Elaine and Saul Bass 
titles - with a shot of an 
American flag. It is freshman 
orientation time at the prob¬ 
lematically named Colum¬ 
bus University, and among 
the initiates are Malik (Omar 
Epps), a black track athlete; 
Kristen (Kristy Swanson), a 
naive white Orange County 
resident; and Remy (Michael 
Rapaport), a troubled white 
misfit. The students are all 
negotiating late-adolescence 
and their entrance into what 
Poly Sci 101 professor 
Maurice Phipps (Laurence 
Fishbume) constantly re¬ 
minds them is “the real 
world.” 

The question is, what 
about the world is “real”? Is it 
that “the niggers are taking 
over our country,” as believes 
Remy, who becomes a skin¬ 
head after life on a diverse 
campus leaves him feeling 
threatened? Is it that a black 
man can pull himself up by 
the bootstraps a la Clarence 
Thomas? Or that the cards are 
inevitably stacked against 
African Americans, as “perma 
student” Fudge (Ice Cube) 
proves - and has proven to 
him - time and again? 

Mainstream 

discussion 

Higher Learning doesn’t 
come up with any ideas that 
haven’t been explored in 
African-American and other 
intellectual circles over the 
past few decades - or more 
recently in rap music - but it 
is interesting to see how 
Singleton incorporates them 
into a very mainstream 
drama. His film is “of the 
’90s” - at once honoring sep¬ 
aratism yet conceding its lim¬ 
itations, acknowledging indi¬ 
vidual acts of white-black 
rapprochement while illus¬ 
trating the crushing weight of 
historic racial enmity. 

With these contradictions 
the cornerstone of his reality, 
it’s no wonder Malik 
remains constantly disori¬ 
ented. The only thing that’s 
clear after his many travails 
is that there are no easy 
answers when it comes to 
race, though Singleton pro¬ 
poses a strategy for change 
over the closing image of the 
American flag: “unlearn.” 

Slow unlearners 

A recent Higher Learn¬ 
ing promotional screening 
revealed how difficult 
“unlearning” antipathy to 
sexual difference can be. 

Early in the film, Kristen

is date-raped and becomes a 
member of a Students for a 
Non-Sexist Society. Single- 
ton exploits the comic possi¬ 
bilities of similar situations 
elsewhere to lighten his nar¬ 
rative, but treats Kristen’s 
interest here with consistent 
respect, even when she asks 
Taryn (Jennifer Connelly) to 
spend the night with her. 

“Gag me” and 
“Jeeeeessuss Christ!” came 
the audience catcalls at the 
mere proposal of lesbianism. 

Kristen is just “dabbling.” 
Singleton convincingly 
makes her incertitude a logi¬ 
cal progression for this par¬ 
ticular young, hurt, over¬ 
whelmed character; there’s 
no suggestion that bad treat¬ 
ment by a man has created a 
lesbian. Further, Taryn is 
quite aware of Kristen’s emo¬ 
tional state; again to his cred¬ 
it, Singleton doesn’t deliver a 
desperate homosexual pining 
over the unattainable. 

Singleton represents 
Kristen’s dilemma visually 
via a lovemaking scene in 
which her partners are inter¬ 
mittently Taryn and Wayne 
(Jason Wiles), Malik’s room¬ 
mate. Moments before, 
Malik made love to Deja 
(Tyra Banks) to silence from 
the audience, but the hooting 
started again when Taryn’s 
face appeared in a tight two- 
shot with Kristen. Then sighs 
of relief when a cutaway 
from a close-up of only 
Kristen revealed Wayne mak¬ 
ing love to her - after which 
the cycle repeated, with the 
same set of reactions. 

It’s hard to believe 
Singleton is “stretching” his 
audience with this scene 
and one handled less subtly 
about two guys who get 
beat up by skinheads for 
holding hands, but if this 
was the response in alleged¬ 
ly tolerant San Francisco, 
imagine what will happen 
outside our fair city. For all 
the cultural and other 
attempts to help the local 
citizenry “unlearn” homo¬ 
phobia, many remain 
untouched by the informa¬ 
tion and continue to resist 
change - precisely the larg¬ 
er point Singleton makes 
about race in Higher 
Learning. ▼

Roman Polanski's 'Death and the Maiden' 


Dark Victory

: f Roman Polanski’s last 
film. Bitter Moon, struck 
JJ you as less than interesting, 
if not downright embar¬ 
rassing, then you’re likely to be 
surprised by his latest effort, 
Death and the Maiden, which 
finds the director once again in 
top form. 

Not only is this film better 
than anything Polanski has done 
in recent years, but longtime fans 
will notice that it’s markedly dif¬ 
ferent in tone from anything he’s 
done before. Whereas films like 
Chinatown, Rosemary’s Baby, 
Cul-de-Sac, Repulsion and even 
Bitter Moon impressed upon us 
the frailty of human character in a 
universe of implacable evil. 
Death and the Maiden carries a 
decidedly moral theme, prompt¬ 
ing some to wonder if the cine¬ 
ma’s Prince of Darkness isn’t 
turning over a new leaf. 

Hardly. Maiden is as dark as 
anything by Polanski, its sunnier 
aspects belonging solely to Ariel 
Dorfman’s internationally 
acclaimed stage play of the 
same name, from which this 
film was derived. And though 
Polanski has remained unusual¬ 
ly faithful to Dorfman’s play, 
right down to its theme of 
redemption, it nonetheless pro¬ 
vides our movie Magus with 
plenty of opportunities to exer¬ 
cise his black arts. 

In Death and the Maiden, 
Polly (Sigourney Weaver) is the 
frustrated wife of Gerardo 
(Stuart Wilson), an ambitious 
civil rights attorney who has 
been selected by the president of 
the unidentified Latin American 
country in which they live to 
prosecute human rights viola¬ 
tions that took place during anti- 
government protests in the late 
’70s. 

Polly remembers those viola¬ 
tions vividly, as many of them 
were performed on her body 
when she was abducted by gov¬ 
ernment stooges. Dorfman’s 
script (co-written by Rafael 
Yglesias) gives us ample time to 
mull over the details of Polly’s 
torture, and Polanski’s camera 
doesn’t miss a single gruesome 
wince on Weaver’s face as she 
recounts in monologue the hor¬ 
rors wrought upon her body. 

The worst of these abuses, 
Polly recalls, were performed 
by a mild-mannered doctor 
whom, because she was blind¬ 
folded, she can recall only by 
smell, his familiarity with 
deceptively comely aphorisms 
of Nietzsche, and a penchant for 
committing the act of rape while 
listening to Schubert’s sublime 
String Quartet in D Minor, more 
commonly known in musical 
circles as Death and the 
Maiden. 

It is the good doctor’s 
unspeakable evil lurking just 


beneath a sophisticated veneer 
that has provided Polly with the 
worst memories of her abduc¬ 
tion: a potential savior who 
turned out to be a monster. For 
more than a decade she has tried 
to wipe him from her memory 
but can’t. Now she thirsts for a 
just revenge, unqualified by 
compromise and soothing cant. 

Oh what a night 

Polly’s and Gerardo’s lives 
are forever changed one rainy 
night when a man (Ben 
Kingsley) Polly insists is the 
Schubert-loving rapist shows up 
on their doorstep with a spare 
tire for Gerardo’s car, which has 
been marooned in the mud 
down the road. 

Mother always said beware 
of strangers bearing gifts, but 
Polly invests that old chestnut 
with new meaning as she pro¬ 
ceeds to take Dr. Miranda 
hostage and wrangle a confes¬ 
sion from him at gunpoint. (She 
plans to kill him anyway but 
wants to watch him squirm 
first.) Hubby stands helplessly 
at the sidelines of this fray 
attempting to broker a deal 
before a cadre of the president’s 
guards, who’ve been dispatched 
to protect him from threats of 
assassination, arrive in time to 
witness a murder to which he 
would be an accomplice. 

Careerism meets divine retri¬ 
bution. 

If that seems an odd con- 
gruity, Polanski knows it as he 
revels in the delicious irony of a 
fussbudget social climber wor¬ 
rying about his upward mobility 
in the middle of a crisis. Stuart 
Wilson provides the perfect 
blend of the liberal man of rea¬ 
son, obsequious bootlicker and 
spent suburbanite. Bespectacled 
and wearing a tattered bathrobe 
throughout, he is superbly 
pathetic. 

Gerardo’s race against the 
clock, and the impending sense 
of doom that dawn brings, 
forces decisive action: a trial 
will be held in which Miranda’s 
guilt or innocence will be deter¬ 
mined. Lame duck hubby will 
play public defender; Polly, the 
prosecutor. But as things pro¬ 
ceed in Polly’s helter-skelter 
courtroom, the more it begins to 
look like Miranda’s guilt is a 
case of mistaken identity. 
Polly’s devil-may-care dementia 
doesn’t help: “What if he’s 
innocent?” asks Gerardo, 
pathetically. “Then he’s really 
fucked!" Polly screeches. 

As for the good doctor’s guilt 
or innocence, you’ll have to see 
the film to find out, but let’s just 
say his memory serves him a bit 
too well. 

Weaver and Kingsley literal¬ 
ly burn up the screen, and 
Roman provides no end of love¬ 
ly touches throughout. No 
doubt, the panties down the

throat business, and a scene in 
which Polly escorts the blind¬ 
folded Miranda to the john and 
then holds his cock while he uri¬ 
nates (all the while cooing 
obscenities into his ear), will 
have dykes rolling in the aisles. 


And I am not soon to forget 
the film’s moody sex scene, in 
which Gerardo fondles Polly’s 
exposed breast with one hand 
while clutching a chicken leg in 
the other. It’s a perfect Roman 
moment, sustained for effect.

Sex, Drums and Rock ’n’ Roll 

Crash Worship, God Is My Co-Pilot To Play SF

R ock music and sex are inextrica¬ 
bly linked. There are many com¬ 
plex theories that claim to under¬ 
stand why, but to me it’s always 
seemed obvious. 

The electric guitar, especially when 
held at waist level, is really a thinly veiled 
phallic symbol. When coupled with 
pounding drums, which comprise the 
rhythmic backbone of just about every 
rock band, it seems clear: rock music’s 
sexual energy is derived from the power 
of its instrumentation. And, in my opin¬ 
ion, the vital component of that power is 
the drums. 

That said, the most sexually charged 
band I’ve ever witnessed is San Diego’s 
Crash Worship. With three drummers, a 
rhythm guitarist and a bevy of others who 
alternately wail into microphones or cre¬ 
ate other sounds, the group has become 
notorious for its teetering-on-the-edge- 
of-chaos-type performances. This is not a 
typical rock show. 

It’s actually more like a ritual as tribal 
drumming sets the tone and sound crash¬ 
es into sound. The musicians interact 
directly with the audience, inviting partic¬ 
ipation. Small fireworks are set off in the 
middle of the floor, drums are carried out 
into the crowd, water is periodically 
sprayed upon the writhing masses. Strobe 
lights and fog create a hypnotic environ¬ 
ment, and all around one notices the 
gyrating movements of sweaty audience 
members who get caught up in the thrall 
of musical ecstasy. 

It’s music fit for the eve of apocalypse 


- dark yet strangely uplifting. Expect to 
be entranced, expect to get wet, and 
expect to see lots of pierced-and-tattooed 
“modem primitives.” And don’t forget to 
lose your inhibitions, because that’s what 
these shows are all about. Take off your 
shirt and release yourself. 

Crash Worship celebrates the release 
of Triple Mania II, its new album, with 
two Bay Area shows this weekend. On 
Friday, January 13, the band plays the 
Bay Area Rehearsal Studios, 129 
Carolina between 16th and 17th streets. 
Sunday, January 15, the band performs in 
Berkeley at Berkeley Square, 1333 
University Avenue. Both shows start at 10 
p.m.; tickets are $10. 

Girl-Girl Lust 

All five members of God Is My Co- 
Pilot play the drums, though not neces¬ 
sarily at the same time. That’s not to say, 
however, that these art-damaged New 
Yorkers are lacking in the sexual energy 
department. Far from it. But whereas 
Crash Worship’s pheromones come from 
the music, God Is My Co-Pilot’s emerge 
from their lyrics, which are rife with 
singsong tales of girl-girl lust. 

Led by bisexual queer couple Craig 
Flanagin and Sharon Topper, GodCo 
(as they are sometimes known) defies 
easy categorization. From the title of their 
second album. Speed Yr Trip, one can 
deduce some affiliation with punk, as the 
abbreviated spelling of “your” is standard 
in punk circles. 

Along with four independently 
released albums, GodCo has also 
released a ridiculous number of vinyl 7” 


singles - another punk tradition. But 
while their music possesses punkish ele¬ 
ments, it is much more than' that. It’s 
impossible to describe their sound in just 
a few words. 

“I like hyphens!” exclaimed Sharon in 
a recent interview. Trying to help, Craig 
offered this description: “Avant-circus- 
Finnish-Yiddish-new wave-punk-homo- 
core-jazz.” Not quite, but it’s close 
enough. 

With the group’s name emblazoned on 
practically every license plate holder 


from here to Peoria, one would think this 
band got out more. But the fact is, ever 
since they formed GodCo in ’91, they’ve 
rarely performed beyond New York’s 
cloistered avant-garde music scene. 

This month, however, the band 
embarks on its first-ever West Coast tour 
before flying over to Japan for a week’s 
worth of shows. Catch them this 
Saturday, January 14, at Kilowatt, 3160 
16th Street. The show starts at 9 p.m., and 
tickets are $6. Call 861-2595 for more

Arnold McCuller's 'Exception to the Rule' 

Ain’t No Mall Diva

new record by recording artist Arnold 

McCuller has hit the racks at music 
/ 1 • retailers everywhere and it’s about time. 

The openly gay McCuller has been back¬ 
ing up vocals for Bonnie Raitt, James Taylor and 
Phil Collins for the last 17 years and is now grab¬ 
bing the spotlight for himself. 

Arnold is talented enough to hold the spotlight 
too, that is if the recording industry is ready to sup¬ 
port an out gay African American in his 40s. His 
voice is smooth and controlled as he slides his way 
through the 14 tracks on his second release 
Exception to the Rule. The style is the R & B jazz 
currently being homogenized into anonymity by 
vocalists like Whitney Houston and Mariah Carey. 

I’ll take Arnold McCuller over those mall divas 
any day. On superb tracks like “Somewhere in 
Chicago” and “Lover’s Holiday,” McCuller cap¬ 
tures the ambiance of a romantic evening in front 
of the fire with a significant other. The rhythm sec¬ 
tion backs him up with a laid back but funky base 
line as the occasional subtle saxophone riff works 
its way into the mix. 

McCuller tried to enter the solo recording field 
a decade ago with A Part of Me That’s You, but the 
album didn’t take. The new release, on Colorado- 
based Coyote Records, is well on its way to estab¬ 
lishing him as an independent singer, with a little 
help from his friends. 

And McCuller has some high-powered friends. 
Rita Coolidge helps him out with backing vocals 
on “Change All of That” and “Song for Silas.” Pop 
jazz star Dave Koz plays saxophone on the 
smooth-as-molasses cut “What Kind of World is 
This,” and on “Soul Searchin’ ” his old friend 
Bonnie Raitt provides back up vocals. 

Like many entertainers who are not magically 
transported up the ladder of fame by major label 
support, McCuller has been paying his dues. You 
might recognize his voice from commercials on 
which he’s sung, and the sitcom themes he’s 
recorded for TV shows like Different Strokes and 
Mad About You. He has also appeared in the films 
Beaches and Hollywood Knights. 

With the steady increase in openly gay vocalists

and actors in the ’90s, it is possible that Arnold 
McCuller’s new release will be helped, not hin¬ 
dered by his sexual honesty. As a gay man, I cer¬ 
tainly find it refreshing to listen to his music know¬ 
ing that he’s singing his heart out for a guy. It’s the 
perfect disk to make love to, and that alone should 
be worth the purchase price. 

If you want to see McCuller in action before 
picking up Exception to the Rule, he’ll be a fea¬ 
tured vocalist on Phil Collins’ upcoming 
Unplugged performance on MTV. He’s the one 
blowing Phil out of the water. If you like Soul and 
R & B, and you want to hear something new, 
Arnold McCuller is the ticket. ▼

Lists and More Lists

s we begin 1995, the 
gay publishing boom 
I continues unabated, 
and though quality 
may vary from tome to tome, 
the range of material document¬ 
ing our past and present is both 
astounding and gratifying - the 
latter sometimes on more than 
one level. Books of lists or brief 
profiles of notable queerfolk 
must be very popular among 
readers, because no fewer than 
five such titles arrived at the 
B.A.R. on the same day last 
month. 

Below are capsule reviews of 
the five. 

Artifact-to-be 

The Black Book: The Guide 
for the Erotic Explorer 
(Amador Communications, 
$12) is a locally produced 
“directory of sex-positive ser¬ 
vices and organizations 
throughout the U.S. and 
Canada,” edited by Bill Brent. 
The book contains info about 
mainstream entities such as the 
American Social Health 
Association, “the country’s 
only organization devoted to the 
prevention and control of all 
STDs,” and also about hangouts 
and products for a variety of 
fetishists. Wrasslin’ Bears, Club 
Mud, New York Strap & 
Paddle, Pervert Scouts - they’re 
all here. 

My favorite entry is the 
South Pasadena-based Aloft, 
which “offers therapy services 
as well as workshops and a golf 
league for lesbians.” Scores an 
ace in my book. 

Of interest to the dress-up set 
will be What a Drag!, whose 
“specialty is made-to-order 
wigs and shoes in hard-to-find 
sizes (up to a men’s 15).” 
Sportsheets Inc. offers a “revo¬ 
lutionary restraint system that 
makes bondage as easy as mak¬ 
ing a bed” - though purists may 
argue that from the struggle 
comes half the pleasure. 

The Black Book , which also 
lists hostelries, bookstores, bars 
and social clubs, is a most use¬ 
ful guidebook for the ’90s that 
will doubtless be an invaluable 
artifact for late-21st century 
historians trying to make sense 
of our wayward era. 

Queers for the ages 

Paul Russell, author of The 
Gay 100: A Ranking of the Most 
Influential Gay Men and 
Lesbians, Past and Present 
(Citadel, $24.95), could have 
used a few more artifacts while 
compiling his informative vol¬ 
ume. The further back in time 
one goes, the less tangible our 
history tends to be; fortunately 
Russell located sufficient 
resources. 

Russell, author of the fine 
novel Boys of Life, proves him¬ 
self equally adept at nonfiction. 
Stalwarts like Gertrude Stein, 
Andy Warhol and James 
Baldwin comprise the bulk of 
the entries, but the accomplish¬ 
ments of less-well-known queer 
contributors to history are also 
recorded: Jane Addams, a les¬ 
bian, won the Nobel Peace 
Prize in 1931; a co-founder of 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union, her activities included 
social work and many public 
causes.

The Great Divide: An excel¬ 
lent video documentary by 
Deborah Fort and Anne 
Skinner-Jones, The Great 
Divide is about the 1992 anti¬ 
gay ballot initiatives in Oregon 
and Colorado. Clear and con¬ 
cise, the filmmakers present 
both sides of the story, from the 
struggles of those most deeply 
involved in the gay rights move¬ 
ments to the lame anti-gay dia¬ 
tribes of organizations like the 
Family Values Coalition. This is 
powerful advocacy journalism 
worth watching. 

When You Name Me: A dis¬ 
turbing video-poem about hate 
crimes. Director Scott 
Beveridge stages a gay bashing 
and then superimposes over the 
images catch words that explore 
both the irrational fears behind 
homophobia and passivity about 
gay bashing in the queer com¬ 
munity. Beveridge’s low-lit, 
deliberately grainy images are 
further enhanced by a haunting, 
original soundtrack that is hard 
to get out of your head. 

Hothead: Jennie Livingston, 
acclaimed director of Paris is 
Burning, turns her camera on 
two high-profile New York 
dykes and comes up with a sur¬ 
prisingly whimsical meditation 
on misogyny and castration. 
First we hear from Diane 
DiMassa, the creator of the pop¬ 
ular queer comic strip Hothead 
Paisan - Homicidal Lesbian 
Terrorist, who tells us her char¬ 
acter represents the collective

rage of all women. Through a 
series of interviews filmed on 
the streets of New York’s West 
Village, DiMassa deconstructs 
her comic creation and discuss¬ 


es the still-hot topic of John 
Wayne Bobbitt’s penis. 

Livingston also talks to well- 
known performance artist Reno, 
who heightens the film’s humor 
quotient. Shot standing in a 
bathtub, Reno comes up with a 
funny bit on a McDonald’s-like 
drive-by castration hut, and in 
the next breath expresses unex¬ 
pected affection for the male 
member. “It’s not the penis,” she 
jokes. “It’s the guy behind it.” 
Don’t miss this one. 

Thick Lips Thin Lips: 
Perhaps the weakest of the 
bunch. Although director Paul 
Lee’s sensual portrait of an 
interracial gay kiss - one partner 
is black, the other Asian - 
attempts to explore issues of 
racism and homophobia, it only 
scratches the surface. As the 
film’s two characters begin 
exploring each other’s naked 
torsos, their idyllic moment is 
interrupted by a series of 
unpleasant intrusions: the black 
character hears a crowd of big¬ 
ots in his head screaming racial 
epithets while the Asian charac¬ 


ter is pummeled with homopho¬ 
bic slurs. 

In the end, the men overcome 
their victimization. Love pre¬ 
vails. The film carries a nice 
message, but it fails to address 
several important issues, like 
what about racism against 
Asians? And how did these guys 
overcome their own ethnic dif¬ 
ferences in the first place so that 
they could appreciate each 
other? 

Odds and ends 

Aside from this week’s 
Frameline/GLAAD presenta¬ 
tion, the Living Room Festival 
will broadcast queer entries 
from several other arts organzia- 
tions: 

Virus: Stuart Gaffney’s three- 
minute video concerns the 
thoughts of a man who consid¬ 
ers making a film about being 
HIV positive. As he thinks it 
over, he begins to ponder the 
course of his life, how he sees 
himself, and how he wants to be 
seen by others. “Everyone 
thinks the virus makes you feel 


something extraordinary” says 
Gaffney’s character, played by 
John Lewis. “Well I don’t,” he 
says. “I feel extremely ordi¬ 
nary.” Another haunting work. 
(Airs Jan. 20.) 

(Tell Me Why) The 
Epistemology of Disco: John 
DiStefano’s tongue-in-cheek 
deconstruction of gay iconogra¬ 
phy presents a mock-historical 
argument for queers wearing 
501 jeans. At times wickedly 
entertaining, this 23-minute 
low-budget overview of gay cul¬ 
ture tries too hard to end on a 
serious note. But it’s still worth 
watching. (Airs Feb. 24.) 

The Living Room Festival 
continues on Friday nights (11 
p.m.) through April. Look for 
two views on Native American 
life from the American Indian 
Film Festival (Jan. 27), recent 
competition winners from the 
Black Filmmakers Hall of Fame 
(Feb. 10), and several works by 
Mexican women directors from 
Cine Accion (March 10). T

In the meantime, the pre¬ 
released single is featured 
alongside Summer’s greatest 
hits on her latest anthology, 
Endless Summer (Mercury). 
The new track, the new compi¬ 
lation and a new traditional 
Christmas album ( Christmas 
Spirit, recorded with the 
Nashville Symphony Orchestra) 
may well place Donna Summer 
back on the pop charts, but she 
is reluctant to see it as a dramat¬ 
ic resurrection. 

“I try not to view it as a 
comeback,” she says. True 
enough; Summer has never 
gone more than three years 
between albums. At times when 
success has eluded her in the 
U.S., she’s managed to sell 
plenty of records in Europe. 
And just because she lost her 
heavy rotation on pop radio 
does not mean she disappeared; 
she was winning Grammys for 
inspirational music years after 
disco was dead. 

“You’re not always where the 
public is at the moment you do 
something,” she admits. 
“Sometimes they get it, and 
sometimes they don’t, and you 
can’t take it personal.” 

“Melody of Love” combines 
C+C’s quintessentially ’90s 
light house sound with 
Summer’s trademark ’70s for¬ 
mula: a slow orchestral intro 
exploding into a string-laden 
dance anthem. Endless Summer 
balances the new dance single 
with the new ballad “Anyway at 
All,” produced by Michael 
Omartian, who provided 
Summer with “She Works Hard 
for the Money” a decade ago. If 
neither song sounds half as rev¬ 
olutionary today as her break¬ 
through “Love To Love You 
Baby” did in 1975, both demon¬ 
strate Summer’s still impressive 
energy, emotion and range. 

Unfortunate utterances 

Even if the Boston native has 
not visibly aged since her career 
began 20 years ago, Summer, 
who is 46, has matured artisti¬ 
cally. She has tried her hand at 


gospel, rock, country and show 
tunes, garnering grudging 
respect from critics who were 
all too happy to bury disco. And 
her current image as a devoted 
Christian and mother is miles 
away from her ’70s “Bad Girls” 
persona. 

Still, Summer knows that no 
matter what she sings and how 
she acts, people will peg her as a 
disco diva. Her name still 
evokes memories of “Thank 
God It’s Friday,” cakes being 
left out in the rain, disco whis¬ 
tles and nightclubs filled with 
sweaty, screaming men singing, 
“Toot toot, yeah, beep beep.” 

“It’s kind of to the point 
where it’s a spoof to me, it’s 
kind of like a cartoon,” says 
Summer of her association with 
the disco scene of two decades 
ago. “I don’t want it to limit me 
in what I can do. I did this, I did 
that, I did it well, now let’s 
move on.” 

But moving on has proved 
difficult for Summer as another 
part of her past still haunts her. 
In 1983, the Village Voice 
reported that the born-again 
Christian Summer had made 
many anti-gay remarks and sev¬ 
eral references to AIDS being 
the well-deserved result of the 
sin of homosexuality. As a 
result, Summer’s popularity 
within the loyal gay community 
plummeted. She has never quite 
recovered. She is still fighting to 
win back her gay support. 

“I don’t actually remember 
everything that happened,” she 
starts, her voice betraying 
exhaustion at having to defend 
herself. “I think that the word 
Christian tends to put people 
into a tailspin. I don’t think it 
was even what I said or didn’t 
say or supposedly said. I think 
some people were threatened, 
and rumors started flying.” After 
a pause, she punctuates her 
ambiguous statement: “It’s a 
shame ... I’m not a judgmental 
person.” 

At a loss for words 

Summer insists that despite 
her wealth and power at the 
time, she had no way to refute 
the allegations that she was a 
homophobe. And her belated

for. Mae promoted many benefits 
to help others less fortunate. He believed his greatest achievement 
was in becoming president of the San Francisco Tavern Guild, a 
position he labored hard to get and in which he accomplished many 
things. 

Michael “Mae” Hughes departed this world abruptly and he will 
be missed. He was a real asset to our community. ▼ 



response in the Advocate some 
six years later was hardly time¬ 
ly; longtime fans had already 
stopped listening to her. 

While she cannot recall 
exactly what she did say that set 
off that string of misunderstand¬ 
ings, she is certain she would 
never have made such a remark 
about AIDS, especially when 
she has lost so many friends to 
the disease herself. At the same 
time. Summer says she has 
grown tired of the incident. She 
thinks it’s time to move on. 

“I have a big gay following, 
and I love them as much as they 
love me,” she said. “It’s not a 
one-sided thing. I don’t know 
how you can remove your histo¬ 
ry. They’re a part of my history, 
the whole way my career start¬ 
ed. But at some point. I’m at a 
loss for words. What am I sup¬ 
posed to do?” 

In some ways. Summer has 
essentially been in solitary con¬ 
finement, scorned by her audi¬ 
ence and unable to sell records. 
But she stresses, in typically 
upbeat fashion, that even the 
tough years have helped her in 
the end. She’s looking ahead to 
new projects and plans on living 
a long and happy life. 

“Sometimes I think that the 
misunderstandings and the fail¬ 
ures have ultimately caused me 
more inner success. I know that 
sounds bizarre,” she admits, 
“but in learning to grow with 
the public, I feel personally that 
I have far more understanding 
now than I would have or could 
have had at any other time. It’s 
OK to make mistakes; it’s just 
not OK not to learn from 
them.” ▼ 



Fat Chance 


by Leslea Newman; 
Putnam, $15.95 


eslea Newman has written about food issues before ( Good 
Enough To Eat and Eating Our Hearts Out), and in her latest 
novel she explores a teen-ager’s descent from obsessive diet¬ 
ing to eating disorders with compassion, humor and painful 
insight. I’ll admit that I felt some concern when I realized that 

Newman used the journal 
form as the basis for the 
novel - I ought not to 
have worried, however, 
since Newman takes the 
form and creates rich and 
believable characters and 
events. 

Judi is a thirteen year- 
old who has to keep a 
journal as an assignment 
from her English teacher. 
In the course of the 
semester, we get to know 
Judi, her teenage angst, 
and especially, her obses¬ 
sion with weight. 
Newman writes with an 
authentic teen-age voice, 
compelling in its honesty, 
painful in its revelations. 
If you’ve never under¬ 
stood the bulimia/anorex¬ 
ia thing. Fat Chance is an 
extraordinary introduc¬ 
tion to the misery caused 
by our culture’s fixation 
with female body image. But Fat Chance is no mere polemic, no 
lecture on the evils of eating disorders, because Newman knows how 
to write fiction that entertains while it instructs. I would recommend 
Fat Chance especially to teen-age girls, and to anyone who wishes to 
gain real insight into that most painful of ages. ▼

To add to the gloom created by all this rain, 
news reached me over the weekend that Michael 
Valerio, one of the founders of the Folsom Street 
Fair, passed away from AIDS complications on 
Thursday, Jan. 5. 

A native San Franciscan, Michael was one of 
the most easy-going personalities on the leather 
scene. He worked so very, very hard to establish 
the world’s biggest leather celebration - and he 
succeeded. His pride and sense of fulfillment at 
seeing hundreds of thousands of leather people on 
Folsom Street each year was truly inspiring. 

Michael never said no when he was asked to 
help on a committee, judge or emcee a contest. His 
laughter and enthusiasm were contagious. His 
efforts with the Folsom St. Fair always included 
women. His first co-chair was Kathleen Connell, 
and later the irrepressible Jayne Salinger. Their 
efforts in making the fair a success led to 
Community Awards and coveted Cable Car 
Awards (three times!) and landed him in the Hall 
of Fame. 

A memorial service for Michael will be held at 
the Columbarium on Lorain Street (off Geary) next 
Saturday afternoon, Jan. 15, at 1300. Farewell, 
Michael. Your contribution to the welfare of so 
many people in the Bay Area rank among the high¬ 


est accomplishments that anyone could expect 
from one man. You must surely know how many 
leatherpeople you made happy around the world 
with the Folsom St. Fair.

The ranking of these individuals in the 
order of their importance to gay history is 
a clever marketing ploy. As the B.A.R.' s 
Aiva Nidnacs found out a few week’s 
back, leave the wrong person off your list 
of queer celebrities and you’re bound to 
generate discussion, if not downright 
controversy. 

Overall, Russell has a reasonable 
sense of proportion, though one can’t 
help but wonder why someone like Gore 
Vidal, who has sparred for half a century 
on behalf of queers in print and on nation¬ 
al TV, is ignored in favor of homo-come- 
latelies like Ian McKellen and Freddie 
Mercury. And though money’s not every¬ 
thing, billionaire media mogul David 
Geffen probably warrants a slot as much 
as Mercury - Geffen’s influence has been 
more extensive and will likely endure 
longer. 

But these are minor quibbles, the type 
The Gay 100 intentionally encourages. 
More significant than Russell’s rankings 


is the breadth of queer history his very 
readable book encompasses. 

Here’s looking at you 

Willhoite’s Hollywood (Alyson, 
$24.95) is a caricature-per-page survey of 
gay idols and icons by Michael Willhoite, 
author of the occasionally controversial 
kiddies’ book Daddy's Roommate. 
Willhoite has had an ongoing love affair 
with Tinseltown, to which this volume is 
a testament. 

The caricatures are mostly right nice - 
the ones of imperious Agnes Moorehead, 
prissy Franklin Pangbom and her royal 
highness Judy are among the standouts - 
though when Willhoite’s off, he’s really 
off: the drawing of Tom Hulce looks 
more like Mr. Ed than anything resem¬ 
bling the Amadeus star. 

As for his anecdotes, Mr. Willhoite is 
not totally reliable. He declares Sal 
Mineo’s murder an “unsolved mystery,” 
which would come as a big surprise to 
the con jailed for the crime. The carica¬ 
turist has film director Mitchell Leisen 
later in his career turning to television, 
which did occur, but writes that “[b]y 


that time interior decoration (with his 
lover, Billy Daniels) was his main focus 
anyway.” 

Not so. Daniels died in the early ’50s 
before Leisen did TV, and Leisen’s “main 
focus” even in decline was always direct¬ 
ing. (Willhoite may be confusing Daniels 
with George Cukor’s decorator pal Billy 
Haines.) 

Peep show , 

Mart Martin’s The Voyeur’s Guide to 
Men/Women in the Movies 
(Contemporary Books, $15.95) is strictly 
for insomniacs and those who spend a lot 
of time on the pot. Martin’s guide con¬ 
tains the lowdown on who’s shown tits, 
ass, dick and what-not on the silver 
screen, along with lists of famous screen 
siblings, stars who have directed lousy 
pictures (such as Larry Hagman’s 
Beware! The Blob), women who have 
played nymphomaniacs and other not-all- 
that-scintillating tidbits. 

Latin-American survey 

From the other end of the intellectual 
spectrum comes editor David William 


Foster’s Latin American Writers on Gay 
and Lesbian Themes: A Bio-Critical 
Sourcebook (Greenwood Press, $85). The 
book surveys selected works of and pro¬ 
vides biographical and bibliographical 
information on several dozen writers. 
Among these are current or former locals 
Cherrie Moraga, Francisco X. Alarcon, 
Sara Levi Calderon, Floyd Salas and 
Michael Nava. 

Additionally, the book covers the 
“homosocial dimension” in the works of 
non-gay authors such as Jorge Luis 
Borges, whose output is nicely dissected 
by Daniel Altamiranda of the University 
of Buenos Aires. 

Altamiranda also examines the poetry 
of Borges’ compatriot Alejandra Pizamik. 
Altamiranda notes that although there is 
“no doubt” about her sexual identity, “it is 
quite surprising that beyond oblique 
remarks, the subject and repercussions of 
her lesbianism in her writing have not 
been investigated in depth.” 
Altamiranda’s essay points future schol¬ 
ars in helpful directions; Latin American 
Writers’ other entries do the same, many 
times over. ▼
